Six die as 
oilrig 
is wrecked 

Bergen, March. 1.—Six men 
from, a N orweg ia n oil rig which 
ran. aground near Bergen in 
hurricane force winds today, 
were washed away and drowned 
when their lifeboat over t ur ned 
several times in huge waves. 

But 44 other oil wor ker s-from 
the Deep • Sea ; Driller were 
saved. when another wave 
righted the vessel after several 
imaates enaMiig-helicopters to 
lift them off before the lifeboat 
broke to on; die, rocky coast 
about 25 miles north of Bergen. 

Surv ivor s said- die men who 
drowned, afi Nor w e gia ns, were 
sitting on the Efeiwat deck, 
whBe Ihe others -were below. 
Mon who fastened -tiiemselves 
in with safety belts were un¬ 
hurt, but 17 others received 
minor injad^. Among the sur¬ 
vivors were six Canadians, six 


Frenchmen and a Briton. Many 
were in hospital being treated 
for shock. 

The lajMO-ton Deep Sea Dril¬ 
ler, valued at £34m, za believed 
to- be. a total loss. One of its 
aroport le^ has-fookenoff and 
parts-of the drilling structure 
htve been swept away. 

_ The rig, owned by the OdfjeQ 
Company of Bergen, ran 
aground early today while being 
moved from its site in the Nor¬ 
wegian sector of the North Sea 
to Bergen for repairs. 

Accompanied by a supply 
vessel, the Inger-Iise. and 
operating under in own power, 
the rig began drifting in 90- 
mile-an-fconr gusts. 

Mr R eader DehK, one of ihe 
survivors, said the rig went 
aground about 3 m About 
90 minutes latter, the captain, 
who was among those who died, 
ordered the crew into one of 
die lifeboats. 

The rig sank deeper and 
deeper and developed a list of 
35 deques. It was impossible 
to refloat it because of tee gale. 

The accident was the second 
to hit Norway's young offshore 


oil and natural gas industry in 
four months, and it brought 
total deaths to nine. 

Three workers died and four 
were injured last November, 
while they. were abandoning 
die Alpha &s -rig. operated by 
the Fmlkps group, after an 
explosion and fire. 

Our Business News Staff writes: 
Deep Sea Driller was insured 
for $28m (£14m). A spokesman 
for Lloyd’s said yesterday that 
about 70 per cent of that was 
placed in London and half of 
that, just under £5m, was with 
the marine underwriting syndi¬ 
cates of Lloyd’s. 

This is the latest in a series 
of expensive claims against the 
marine underwriting business. 
At ihe end of last year there 
was the loss ol the tanker Berge 
Istra which was insured for a 
total of $27m (£13*m), where 
again 70 per cent was placed in 
London.

Chairman Mao’s wife 
uses role as oracle 
to undermine Mr Teng

Peking, March 1 

Whichever way it is -looked at, 
China’s latest power struggle is 
an extremely disruptive busi¬ 
ness. It has already harmed 
China’s image abroad and, if it 
continues, k will probably set 
toe economy back. More per¬ 
tinently such events seem para¬ 
doxical in a country where great 
imp or t a nce has always oeen 
attached to making at least a 
show of dignity ana propriety in 
public affairs. ' 

The Russians will doubtless 
make great play with toe fact 
that, while toenr own party con¬ 
gress is proceeding in an 
orderly way, China is apparently 
preparing to knock down for toe 
second time one of its best- 
known veteran leaders and, in 
toe crude words of one wall 
poster, “kick him when he is 
down”. 

The evidence mounts daily 
that, what is really behind toe 
latest clash in toe Politburo, is 
toe long-standing enmity be¬ 
tween Mir Teng Hsiao-pmg, a 
Deputy Prime Minister who has 
been China’s effective head of 
government for more than a 
year, and Mrs Chiang Ching, 
Chairman Mao Tse-mng’s wife. 
In a situation where much de¬ 
pends on toe directives of the 
chairman and on access to Mm, 
Mrs Chiang Ching has a trump 
card. 

Most of the other cards are 
in the hands of Mr Teng and 
his so-called faction, however. 
They will play them carefully, 
even if Mr Teng himself has to 
be sacrificed. 

Especially undignified is toe 
present squabble about What 
chairman Mao has said and 


how it should be interpreted. 
Foreign statesmen who have 
met the 82-year-old in 

recent months say his speech 
is so impaired that he com¬ 
municates mainly by writing 
comments down. 

These are interpreted by 
three young women: Wang 
Hai-jung, his niece, and toe two 
senior English language inter¬ 
preters, Tang Wen-sheng and 
Chang Han-cnih. Mrs Chiang 
Ching does not usually sit in 
on chairman - Mao’s meetings 
with foreign statesmen, so the 
exact role of the former actress 
is not known. In toe absence 
of evidence to toe contrary, 
however, it can be assumed 
that she is regarded as an 
authority on the chairman’s 
directives.

The Government will not be 

blackmailed by threats, bombs, 
and bullets into abandoning its 
decision to deny political status 
to couriered terrorises, Mr Rees, 
Secretary of State for Northern 
Ireland, said with the full sup¬ 
port of the House of Commons 
yesterday, not least Mr Enoch 
Powell as spokesman at West¬ 
minster for the United Ulster 
Unionist Coalition. In the most 
passionate and angry statement 
he has made in the House dur¬ 
ing the past two years. Mr Rees 
said that much of the recent 
violence in the province was 
alleged to have been prompted 
by the Government's decision 
to phase out from midnight last 
Sunday the granting of special 
category status to criminals con¬ 
victed after that date. 

“I must moke it clear”, he 
added, ** that those who murder, 
those who shoot, bomb, and 
commit other crimes are 
criminals, and will not get 
special treatment in the future. 
The policy stands.” 

When he was questioned. Mr 
Rees said he had seen children 
of eight throwing stones, being 
manipulated by trouble-makers; 
and he warned parents to act. 

Mr Fitt. leader of the Social 
Democratic and Labour Party, 
named the Ulster Defence Asso¬ 
ciation, and that led to an 
exchange between Mr Rees and 
other members about the use of 
the words “ loyal ” and 
a loyalist ”. 

Mr Powell declared roundly 
that the phasing out of political 
status for criminals bad been 
fully supported by the UUUC, 
and added “It is a blasphemy 


to attach the word loyal or 
loyalist to anyone who does not 
accept die law of the land or 
expects different treatment 
from people who have been 
accused of some criminal 
offence.” 

Mr Rees thanked Mr Powell 
for speaking for the UUUC at 
Westminster, but commented 
that some people in Northern 
Ireland used the same title and 
talked in a different way, “ say¬ 
ing that funny things mil hap¬ 
pen later in the week.” There 
was only one meaning of loyalty, 
and Mr Powell always, expres¬ 
sed it correctly. 

A change in Liberal policy on 
Northern Ireland was announced 
yesterday after a meeting of the 
Liberal Party council.

Support for a referendum has 
also come from _ the Alliance 
Party and Mr Brian Faulkner’s 
Unionist Party of Northern Ire¬ 
land, but it is understood that 
the Government does not re¬ 
gard that as sufficient to change 
its mind again on tbe matter.

At a Birmingham industrial 
tribunal, Mrs Hunt, backed by 
the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, cited the 
Egual Pay Act and the Sex 
Discri mina tion Act. 

Mrs Hunt, of Beech Street, 
Halesowen, Worcestershire, told 
the tribunal that while she sat 
at her desk handling stocks of 
wallpaper a male colleague sat 
next to her at his desk handling 
stocks of paints. But Mr John 
Fletcher, aged 28, was being 
paid £2,492 a year, £481 mare 
than she was. 

She said that when she asked

answer was that Western jour¬ 
nalists bad traded freer move¬ 
ment for no longer accepting 
information about new persecu¬ 
tions. 

“ What does - the spirit of 
Helsinki and the strengthening 
of detente mean for us within 
the Soviet Union 2 • What seems 
to you to be a milder atmos¬ 
phere^ a milder climate, is for 
us the strengthening of totali¬ 
tarianism.” 

More in sorrow than anger, 
he contrasted the unyielding 
steadfastness o fthe West in 
defending himself and Dr Sak¬ 
harov in the autumn of 1973: 
which, as he saw it, forced the 
Soviet Government to concede 
his exile, with the present posi¬ 
tion in which the West’s voice 
counted for so much less. 

He admitted that his own 
grave warnings had gone 
largely unheeded since he 
settled In Switzerland. “Per¬ 
haps everyone is fated to live 
through every experience him¬ 
self in order to understand.” 

In the West he regretted a 
retreat from responsibility by 
the older generation, the irre¬ 
sponsibility of journalists, the 
paralysis of governmental 
power: analogous, he believed, 
to prerevolutionary Russian ex¬ 
perience. 

He insisted he was not a critic 
of the West, which bis genera¬ 
tion had literally worshipped 


as a fortress of the spirit, “ our 
hope, our ally”, in the 1950s, 
but of its weakness. His own 
outlook on life had been formed 
largely in the concentration 
camps 

Those who had lived on the 
frontier between life and death 
“all understand that between 
good and evil there is an irre¬ 
concilable contradiction He 
was surprised that over here 
pragmatic considerations con¬ 
sistently scorned moral con¬ 
siderations. 

In going to war with Hitler’s 
Germany Britain had chosen 
the moral coarse and “experi¬ 
enced and demonstrated to the 
world perhaps the most bril¬ 
liant and heroic period in its 
history ”. He expressed ab¬ 
horrence for Bertrand Russell’s 
“ horrible ” expression “ better 
red than dead ”, with its 
absence of all moral criteria. 

He saw as his own task the 
re-creation of Russian history 
as it happened. “ A people that 
no longer remembers has lost 
its history and its soul. ... If 
today the three volumes of 
Gulag Archipelago were widely 
published in tbe Soviet Union 
and were freely available to all, 
then, in a very short space of 
time, no communist ideology 
would be left For people who 
would have read- all that and 
understood it would simply 
have no more room left in their 
minds for communist ideology.”

Police killing of clerk 
causes Valencia riot

Madrid, March 1 

Police arrested nine workers 
in Valencia after hundreds .of 
people demonstrated in protest 
against foe fatal shooting of a 
worker by a policeman, it was 
learnt in. Madrid today. Pro¬ 
testers interrupted foe 
inauguration ceremony yester¬ 
day afternoon for the city’s big 
spring festival, shouting for foe 
resignation of foe mayor and 
for • amnesty for political 
prisoners. They also demanded 
home rule for. foe province of 
Valencia. 

The worker, a clerk, was shot 
dead last Wednesday after an 
unauthorized strikers’ assembly 
at Elda, near Alicante. 
Students, university lecturers 
and ordinary citizens bave sent 
telegrams and letters to the 
Ministry of the Interior 
demanding an inquiry into the 
the affair. 

In Badalona, outside Barce¬ 
lona, foe scene of repeated 
demonstrations last month, 
authorities allowed Father Luis 
Maria Xirinacbs, a Catalan 
priest and famous hunger 
striker, to bead a pro- 
amnesty demonstration. Father 
Xirinacbs, a candidate for this 
year’s Nobel Peace Prize, took 
time off from bis 12-hour daily 
vigil for amnesty outside 
Barcelona’s Model prison to 
lead foe march. 

The six-week strike by miners 
in Asturias, in foe north-west, 
showed signs today of coming 
to an end. An estimated 6,000 
out of a total of 10,000 returned 
to work this morning; but in 


orher parts of Spain srrikos 
involving more than 200,000 
people continued. 

The authorities said there was- 
no danger at foe moment of a 
shortage of food as a result of 
the strike by lorry drivers, 
which has spread to many

Mr Thomson wants more 
EEC discipline

Mr George Thomson, the 
European Commissioner for 
regional policy, today prof¬ 
fered himself and his collea¬ 
gues in Brussels as suitable 
whipping boys for EF.C 
member governments con¬ 
fronted with awkward econom¬ 
ic policy decisions. 

If the “ long-suffering ” Com¬ 
mission shared some of the 
blame for unpopular decisions, 
that might help governments 
to do “ difficult things which 
they know are necessary and 
right’.', he suggested. 

Mr Thomson, addressing a 
meeting of foe European 
Movement in Brussels, said 
foat Community discipline was 
essential if continuing econom¬ 
ic problems, particularly Jong- 
term unemployment, uere to 
be successfully overcome. 

“There may be advantace io 
member states facing economic 
weaknesses if they were to 


give up defensive national 
reactions to Community poli¬ 
cies and stop saying 'that a 
special exception should be 
made to allow them to do 
things their own national 
way”, he added, in a'clear 
reference to recent British and 
French “ go-it-alone ” policies- 

It could be a help to a 
government if it could say that 
it had no alternative course 
but to keep to the rules of a 
Community where the benefits 
are accompanied by obligations. 

Calling for a Community 
strategy against new unemploy¬ 
ment, Mr Thomson said that 
massive new investment was. 
needed to make' the Com¬ 
munity less dependent on im¬ 
ported oil. It was also needed 
to bring about structural 
changes in Europe made 
necessary by the fan that the 
new countries were going to 
develop their own industrial 
base and do for themselves 
many of the processes at 
present providing jobs for 
European workers.

Andyqudfit wide,body-contoured seats 
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Dilemma of Rhodesia’s skilled and 
hard-working white farmers 
as black rule becomes more likely 


From Nicholas Ashford 

Salisbury, March 1 

Mr David Bashford farms 
1,400 acres of gently rolling 
land on the Zambezi escarp¬ 
ment in uorrh-west Rhodesia. 
He produces tobacco, cattle, 
maize and sufficient food for 
the 90 African men and 
women who work for him. 

He is a good farmer and is 
one of 10 finalists in a compe¬ 
tition to find the best tobacco 
grower in Rhodesia. Visitors to 
his farm can detect his pas¬ 
sionate interest in his work 
when he shows them round his 
tobacco fields or tbe barns 
where the leaves are cured, 
groded and then packed ready 
for market. 

It is a tough and lonely life. 
Apart from bis parents who 
live on the farm, the nearest 
Europeans are several miles 
away. Even to buy a news¬ 
paper or post a letter involves 
a 30-mile round trip to tbe 
nearest town. Kami. 

His life is made harder by 
the need for him, like move 
other farmers, to belong to the 
Special Police Reserve. A para¬ 
military organization, this is 
responsible for protecting the 
area from attack by nationalist 
guerrillas, who occasionally in¬ 
filtrate across the border. 

As a reservist Mr Bashford, 
a bulky red-faced bachelor in 
his early thirties, has to serve 
three two-week tours of duty 
each year. When he is away, 
the farm has ro look after 
itself. He also has to be almost 
continuously on stand-by in 
case of an emergency. 

When I visited his farm he 
was on “yellow alert" which 
meant he had to be ready to 


be called out at three hours' 
notice. A rifle, uniform and 
three days rations were piled 
in one room in case of a hur¬ 
ried departure. Sometimes he 
is put on “ red alert ” when he 
has to be ready ro report to 
his unit leader within half an 
hour of being called. On such 
days he is unable to move far 
away from bis house. 

Mr Bashford is more for¬ 
tunate than farmers living 
along the north-east or south¬ 
east borders as there has been 
Jittle guerrilla activity in his 
area. However, be and his 
neighbours are taking no 
chances and remain on a high 
state of alert. Most of them 
fbur not Mr Bashford) have 
erected security fences around 
their houses and have installed 
a radio “ agric-aJert" system in 
their homes which keeps them 
in touch with each other and 
the local police headquarters. 

Mr Bashford is probably 
typical of most -white Rhode¬ 
sian farmers except that being 
the son of Mr Pat Bashford, 
leader oE the small Centre 
Party, he has more liberal 
political views. He was brought 
up on die farm, speaks fluent 
Shooa with his work force and, 
apart from a short break in 
England, has worked on the 
land since leaving agricultural 
college. 

It is hard not to be sympa¬ 
thetic towards the dilemma 
facing white farmer. even 
though their solid support for 
the Government of Mr Ian 
Smith has been largely respon¬ 
sible for the situation iu which 
thev now find themselves. 


Many of them have been there¬ 
for generations-, and have 
turned untamed veld into 
highly productive farms which 
form the backbone of the 
country’s economy. In Mr 
Bashford’s case his father even 
made tbe bricks for the house 
where they now live and the 
bams where the tobacco leaves 
are cured. 

But will they leave if the 
African nationalists take over 
Or stay and see what life will 
be like for them in an.inde¬ 
pendent Zimbabwe ? Some un¬ 
doubtedly could not face tbe 
prospect of living under black 
rule hut others might remain, 
particularly if Britain or 
another country could offer 
firm financial guarantees. 

At present one or two, 
mainly elderly people, have 
left the Karoi area and the 
price of land has plummeted. 
The rest continue to work as 
normal, boping for the beet 
mid struggling against the low 
profit margins on tobacco sales 
to make ends meet. 

Both black and white leaders 
recognize that a mass exodus 
of white farmers would be 
disastrous for Rhodesia. In¬ 
stead oE being a major food 
exporter the country would be 
in danger of becoming, like 
Zambia, dependent on food 
from abroad. Such an exodus 
could be avoided if there was 
a smooth transfer of power 
tooa moderate black leader¬ 
ship. But at the the Rhodesian 
Government seems more deter¬ 
mined to stand and fight on 
the borders rather than reach 
a settlement with the nationa¬ 
lists. In these circumstances 
the farmers will probably 
stand and fight too.

Senator Henry Jackson, who 
says he expects to win che 
Democratic presidential pri¬ 
mary in Massachusetts tomor¬ 
row, played a crump card 
today.

The advertisements show a 
photograph of Mr Moynihan in 
his favourite shapeless tweed 
hat and bow lie, and carry this 
declaration of faith: “As of 
today, March 1, 1976. f am a 

B rivate citizen. I am also a 
emocrar. Because I believe 
the Democratic nominee for 
President must be strong in 
foreign affairs and progressive 
domestic affairs I am going to 
vote for Senator Henry M. 
Jackson in the presidential pri¬ 
mary.” 

Senator Jackson hopes that 
endorsement will help him 
among conservative Democrats 
who admire Mr Moyoihan’s 
robust defence of American in¬ 
terests ac the United Nations 
and his attacks on Third 
World countries. 

Senator Birch Bayh, who has 
not won Mr Moynihan’s sup¬ 
port as some expected, and Mr 
Morris Udali, who has the 
support of Professor Archibald 
Cox, the former Watergate 
special prosecutor, may console 
themselves with the thought 
that Mr Moynihan does not 
necessarily carry the same 
weight among committed Dem¬ 
ocrats that he does among the 
general public. 

Mr Moynihan went to work 
for President Nixon in the early 
days of his Administration and 
became bis ambassador to 
India. He escaped the White 
House long before Watergate, 
of course, and avoided Mr 
John Conttaily’s mistake of 
changing parties: but party 
regulars none the less doubt his 
true Democratic faith. 

Senator Jackson needs inde¬ 
pendents as well as Democrats, 
however, and whatever his 
party, Mr Moynihan is unques¬ 
tionably an independent. The 
endorsement will therefore cer¬ 
tainly help Senator Jackson. 

It might also be a first step 
into active politics by Mr 
Moynihan, who is said to be 
tempted to run for the Senate 
in New York. For the time 
being, however, he is returning 
to Harvard University. 

Two other stars of the 
Nixon years. Dr Kissinger and 
Professor Cox, are also from 
Harvard, which has always felt 
rather proprietary about the 
federal government. 


U S companies adopt

The National Cash Register 
Corporation iNCR) announced 
today that it made payments of 
between £300.000 (about 
£150,000) and 5500,000 to un¬ 
named foreign individuals in 
order to win business con¬ 
tracts. The company said 
prices for its equipment were 
inflated and the excess 
amounts were paid “to un¬ 
known persons inside and 
outside the country of pur¬ 
chase 

This statement by NCR, 
made in a report submitted to 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, is the latest of a 
series of such voluntary' state¬ 
ments by United States com¬ 
panies, following the disclo- 
ures recently of bribes and 
unauthorized payments to 
foreign officials by the Lock¬ 
heed Aircraft Corporation. 

Late last week, the Carrier 
Corporation announced that 
over the past four years it had 
paid about S2L2m “in special 
commissions tor sales assist¬ 
ance” to people in foreign 
countries, NCR, Carrier and 
other companies which have 
admitted such practices have 


ail announced that payments 
of this kind will not be made 
again. 

NCR announced that its 
board of directors has promul¬ 
gated a written policy describ¬ 
ing a code of conduct, which 
has been sent to its senior offi¬ 
cials in the United States and 
abroad, and which requires 
annual certification of 
adherence from the officials. 
Other companies, including 
Lockheed, have taken similar 
action. 

There are grave doubts here 
among congressional investiga¬ 
tors of multinational corpora¬ 
tions whether such codes of 
conduct will have much effect. 

The congressional commit¬ 
tees most deeply involved 
believe that any reform of 
business practices trill only 
come when governments have 
accepted an international code 
of ethics for business, such as 
a new OECD (Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and De¬ 
velopment) agreement; and 
when government agencies, 
such as the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, let it be 
known that they trill severely 
punish those individuals ana 
companies found to be making 
bribes to promote business.

Lockheed bribes denied 
at Tokyo inquiry

Tokyo, March 1 

A parliamentary committee 
investigating the Lockheed 
bribery case was told in Tokyo 
today that Japan’s largest 
domestic airline initially had 
placed options for the McDon¬ 
nell Douglas DC 10 before the 
company suddenly reversed its 
choice in 1974 and selected the 
Lockheed TriSiar. 

Testifying before the budget 
committee of the Lower House 
of the Diet, Mr Tetsuo Oba, a 
former president of All Nippon 
Airways (ANA), said that 
shortly before he resigned his 
post in 1970 he had come to 
the conclusion that the DC10 
was more suitable than the Tri- 
Star. 

Subsequently, he had taken 
out options on the DC10 and 
had requested his successor, Mr 
Tokujii Wakasa, to follow up the 
decision. In reply to suggestions 
that the TriStar had not been 
selected on merit but under 
pressure from influential poli¬ 
ticians who had received bribes, 
Mr Oba said that even at this 
juncture ANA would select the 
DC10 as a more feasible- air¬ 
craft. 

Later, Mr Wakasa denied sug¬ 
gestions that Lockheed bribes 
had influenced the airline’s 
decision, maintaining that the 
TriStar nad been selected on its 
technical merits. The airline 
executive also hinted that ANA 
might cancel outstanding orders 
with Lockheed because its 
image had been badly damaged 
by the scandal. 

As the parliamentary com¬ 
mittee ?at throughout the day 
and late into the night ro ex¬ 
amine five key witnesses, the 
names of two _ influential 
leaders of the ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party were linked 
with the case. 


Moscow, March 1-—Mr 
Brezhnev, tbe Soviet party- 
leader, received Signor Enrico 
Berllnguer, the Italian, party 
leader, in the Kremlin today, 
resulting in a communique 
affirming “ respect for each 
other’s independence”. 

Italian delegates to . the 
Soviet party congress inter¬ 
preted the wording of the joint 
statement as a concession to 
their sovereignty but would 
not go so far as to suggest thst 
Mr Brezhnev had retracted his 
often repeated criticism of 
ideological revisionism within 
communist ranks. 

Other Western observers 
tended to regard the meeting 
and the communique as not so 
much a Soviet concession as a 
peace gesture at a time when 
the congress’s attention is 
focused on communisr cohe¬ 
sion. 

The Russians have paid reg¬ 
ular lip service to other 
parries' rights to independence 
but have attached unnamed 
parties for deviation from the 
Leninist precept of internation¬ 
al revolution. 

The French and Italian par¬ 
ries widely regarded as the tar¬ 
gets of this criticism, have opted 
to take part In Western democ¬ 


racy through the ballot box 
rather than try to gain pow^r 
through the dictatorship of the 
proletariat with -violence if 
necessary. 

Mr Brezhnev and scores Oi 
other delegates to the congress 
were apparently alluding to 
this revisionism by repeatedly 
affirming the Msrnsj-Leninist 
principle of “ proletarian inter¬ 
nationalism 

Meanwhile, the close on 
5.000 delegates voted unan¬ 
imously to endorse tne Soviet 
party's’ course outlined in Mr 
Brezhnevs keynote speech an 
the opening day. 

Mr Kosygin, rhe Prime 
Minisrer, reported on the 
Soviet economic achievements 
during the past five years and 
outlined rhe goals for the next 
five years. His three-hour 
speech cunfirmed earlier offi¬ 
cial indications that the new 
five-year plan period will_ be 
largely one of “ utmost thrift”.

The local representative of 
the Lockheed Corporation, Mr

The trial of Mr Srdja Popo¬ 
vic, a Belgrade defence lawyer 
accused of spreading “false in¬ 
formation ”, was adjourned 
indefinitely today. 

Mr Popovic faces charges in 
connexion with the 1974 trial 
of Mr Dragoljub Ignjatovic, a 
writer, whom he defended. The 
prosecution claims that Mr 
Popovic spread false informa¬ 
tion by saying that what Mr 
Ignjatovic had said at a gather¬ 
ing of phUosophers on the 
situation in Yugoslavia was 
true. 

Mr Popovic today challenged 
the court transcript of the 
1974 trial upon which the case 
is based.

After he demanded that the 
prosecution should quote 
exactly che incriminating 
words, the judge adjourned the 
trial undJ witnesses could be 
found who were present ac the 
1974 trial.

OAU fails to 
recognize 
free Sahara

Algiers, March 1 

The Organization of African 
Unity i OAU) meeting in Addis 
Ababa today, derided to leave 
recognition the Saharan Dem¬ 
ocratic Arab Republic, proc¬ 
laimed by the Polisario inde¬ 
pendence movement in West 
era Sahara, up ro its individual 
member government. 

So far only Burundi and the 
Malagasy Republic have recog¬ 
nized The Polisario govern¬ 
ment in the desert territory 
handed over by Spain to 
Morocco and Mauretania last 
week. 

Algeria and Libya, which 
supply and arm' Polisario, 
which proclaimed West Sahara 
independent at midnight on 
Friday, are apparently with¬ 
holding recognition until more 
African countries have done 
so. 

The OAU failure to recog¬ 
nize the new state immediarely 
is disappointing for the Poli¬ 
sario, but not unexpected. A 
small bur weighty group of 
African countries support 
Morocco, which threatened to 
leave tbe OAU over the issue. 

The Algerian Government 
daily El Moudjo/iiii, appealed 
to the .Arab League to recog¬ 
nize the Polisario government. 
However. Morocco generally 
commands more voles in the 
League than Algeria, and a 
block reco-gnition is therefore 
out if the question.

Scientists fear Martian

‘Black Cobras’ 
credited with 
Cambodian raid 

Bangkok, March 1.—Ten thou¬ 
sand Cambodians have gath¬ 
ered in Phnom Penh for the 
second consecutive day to pro¬ 
test against a raid las: Wednes¬ 
day on Siem Reap, which has 
been blamed on American air¬ 
craft,. Cambodian radio 
reported today. 

A reliable source here said 
the raid was carried .-jut. not 
by aircraft but by “‘Blzcfc 
Cobra commandos”, men:bars 
of the Republican Army 
defeated^ by the Khmer Rvug’e 
last April who have since gone* 
underground. Between 309 and 
400 swept down from their 
bases near the Thai border. 

According to Cambodian 
Radio, 13 people were killed 
aud 30 jnjured. It said yester¬ 
day's rally was attended by 
peasants and workers repre¬ 
senting the national work 
force. Saturday’s demonstration 
was a military one. 

The United States has 
denied that it was involved in 
any raid. Observers in Thai¬ 
land pointed out that there are 
no longer any American Fill 
airc r a f t, che ’ type alleged to 
have bombed Siem Reap. 


New York, March 1.—Scien¬ 
tists are arguing over whether

There, was nothing new in -the 
idea of seat belt wearing nor was Ir 
a revolutionary Idea Aat it should 
be mandatory .for all drivers and 
front seat passengers. 

The need to give better protec¬ 
tion.. to car occupants who were 
relatively extremely vulnerable had 
Jong been'recognized. Three point 
belts bad. been-found to be tbe 
most effective .meAod. 

. After th&iegislation which made 
Ae fitting of belts compulsory had 
been passed, Aere had been an 
advertising; campaign to encourage 
their use and Aere bad been a 
reduction of tbe number nf deaths. 
Because-funds available-for adver¬ 
tising were 1 knifed and experience 
in oAer. countries confirmed 
research in "Britain, there had been 
pressure to make Ae wearing ot 
belts compulsory. 

The BiUi provided Aat Ae 
penalty for failing A wear n bell 
would be a fine or £50 on summary 
conviction, Ae same -as for failing 
to wear a safety helmet when rid¬ 
ing a motor cycle.

and production lost to Ae national 
economy. He could rhjnk of no 
other method which would produce 
such a reduction of human misery 
or pain at no cost. . 

Objections 'to the Bill fell into 
four main, categories: concern 
about Ae design of belts, concern 
about Ae alleged dangers of being 
trapped in a car, concern about 
enforcement, and concern . about 
Ae issue of personal freedom. 

It had been argued Aat some 
existing seat belts were uncomfor¬ 
table and even dangerous, and Aar 
legislation for compulsory wearing 
should be deferred until Ao-se 
problems had been resolved. It was 
true Aat a small number of older 
seat belts soil in nse suffered frnm 
some disadvantages, but Aat was 
insufficient reason to defer Ae 
compulsory wearing of Aem. 

There bad been improvements in 
design and installation of belts 
over the past few years. The vast 
majority oF Aem were comfortable 
and tonvenfent ro use. There was 
always room for improvement ard 
in Ae near future he intended to 
discuss with seat belt manufac¬ 
turers possible ways in which im¬ 
provements might be made. 

He was particularly interested in 
Ae possibility of a.requirement for 
standards of licensing. The EEC 
directive now ip draft . included 
provision for Ae standardization 
of buckles. He would consider 
whether to adopt that provision 
when an agreed directive was 
available. 

In most cases it was far easier to 
get out of a car Aat has. been 
involved in an accident if Ae per¬ 
son had not been concussed. One 
of Ae important benefits of wear¬ 
ing a seat belt was that it pre¬ 
vented Ae forehead from striking 
Ae windscreen and made it more 
likely Aat a person would be able 
to get our of Ae vehicle. 

The Transport Road Research 
laboratory in its intensive study of 

,',000-accidents found no evidence 
riat the wearing- of sear belts 
reduced Ae chance uf survival or 
of getting out of a car involved- in 
an accident. 

Experience in oAer countries, 
and surveys in Britain, indicated 
Aat Ae law would be generally 
obeyed, wiA .wearing rates in 
excess of 80 per cent. Where It had 
. been Introduced. It had been with¬ 
out any exceptional enforcement 
effort beyond normal traffic duty. 

He did not expect 100 per cent 
success from the passage of Ais 
Bill. He would be happy wiA a 
wearing rate of 80 per cent and 
would expect to see a wearing rate 
in Britain of something over 90 per 
cenL

The proposal did involve a 
redaction in individual liberty. It 
was a modest reduction.

Ir was many 
years since Ae Commons enacted 
legislation- making it mandatory to 
wear protective clothing at work. 
There were plenty of precedents 
where the state had seen fit to 
reduce an individual’s freedom in a 
modest respect ro enhance that 
individual's safe'ty. 

Tbe evidence from Australia. 
New Zealand, and France con¬ 
firmed Aat tbe wearing -of seat 
belts prevented SO per cent ot 
serious injuries to front seat vehi¬ 
cle occupants aod more than 50 per 
cent nf deaAs. 

If Parliament adopted Ae . atti¬ 
tude Aat belt wearing was prudent 
but shrank from making it compul¬ 
sory. tbe public would cnncludo 
Aar Parliament, had sooken against 
Ae wearitg of belts-as such. Wear¬ 
ing rates would fall and casualty 
rates would climb. 

Since Ae measure ivas first pro¬

The seat belt proposal had been 
about For several years and Ac last 
debate was adjourned 14 months 
ago. Why bad the Government not 
carried out consultations in Ae 
meantime and put Aeir proposals 
in Ac Bill so that Aey could lie 
fully debated or amended. 

Was Ae proposal a proper suh- 
jeer for Ae criminal law ? As a 
general rule (he said) we only 
make criminal Aat conduct which 
affects oAer members of society.

It Is not an 
offence to commit suicide. 

If Ae Bill became law Aen in a 
small numher of cases compliance 
with the law would lead to harm 
which might oAerwise have been 
avoided.

Science report 

Archaeology: Probable 
Sumerian temple 


Recent British excavations in Iraq 
have uncovered tbe remain; of a 
probable temple of the early 
Sumerian civilization, and within 
it the shaft grave of a woman who 
may have been a priestess. The 
*' temple" stood on a high 
podium, and an inscribed tablet 
in cunc-iform writing found there 
suggests Aat it was dedicated to 
a goddess named as simply *• the 
lady ” and SJiura. iter son 'or con¬ 
sort. 

The silt;, now known as Abu 
Salabikh. con.-dsis uf a group uf 
low tells concealing rhe remains nf 
a Sumerian city of the Early 
Dynastic period (about ’.IKK)-24(10 
BC), important enough in have a 
governor, ensi. who Is mentioned 
011 the same rablet. 

Excuvations carried out there by 
Professor Donald Hansen, of 
Chicago University, in the I960; 
resulted in the discovery of about 
500 clay tablets inscribed in 
archaic cuneiform wiA '• wise 
sayings" given by Ae myrhical 
Shuruppak to his son, the 
'* Sumerian Noah ”, a liierarv 
furtu Aat occurs later In Ae 
Assyrian period and which was 
previously unknown before about 
2000 BC. 

Tfac recent excavations, by the 
British Archaeological Expedition 
to Iraq under the direction of 
Mr Nicholas Postgatc, have been 
In Ae Jarge building complex 
where Ae tablets were found, 
which had two courtyards. 

A trench outside Ae souA-casr 
wall of Ae bmlding cut Arough 
about 6 metres of rubbish of 
Ae Early Dynastic III period 
before reaching Ae ground surface 
contemporary wiA Ae building, 
and showed that its floor level was 
at least 5 metres higher than 
Ae a erects around, suggesting an 


imposing structure visible from 
some distance. 

The relatiouship between the 
ceremonial structures of Ae city 
and its secular settiemeut is of 
particular interest to Ae excava¬ 
tors. since Sumer Is the earliest 
knuwu urban society.

Ju,i hclnw the fhxir was 
a broken jar 011 Ai'cc supports, 
and lour pottery tes'-vls were 
found halfway down ; at a depth 
"f 2 .SU merres s?m was a 
skeleton, in poor condition, hut 
with a necklace nf beads made 
ironi blue lapis ia.-.uli and red 
caraclian and silver hair ornaments 
Aat suggest ir was of a woman. 

The grave was also furnished 
wiA 3 fine siunc dish and a pestle 
and mortar. 2-1 rail jars with 
pouring spouts (perhaps fur beer, 
Mr Postgale Ainks). a wore of 
pottery' vesselc of various forms 
and 112 small howls, many oh 
which were stacked upside down 
in piles. The deceased can hardly 
have been expected to use so 
many bowls, and Mr Posigate sug¬ 
gests Aat each mourner may have 
left one as a token of respect.

Applying science in nuisance cases 


Solving the 
getting-up-again 
problem 

Wo needs must love the highest when 
we see it—or so the saying goes. But 
a swift trip round any large department 
More or furniture exhibition sometimes 
brings the feeling that everyone must 
be hlind or extremely undemanding 
when it comes to the design of a piece 
of furniture with which you are going 
to live for some years. 

The more credit, therefore, to the 
designer, manufacturer and shop that 
sticks firmly to the premise that the 
best is nearly good enough and has the 
strength of mind to continue on this 


course. Oscar Woollens in die Fiucliley 
Road is one such shop—and has im¬ 
ported tbe Strassle collection of furni¬ 
ture from Switzerland. Shown here are 
two elegant examples of the work of 
the American designer. Paul Tuttle. 
Dr. Alex Strassle, who heads the firm, 
which bas made furniture for nearly 
100 years, has the commonsense 
approach as well as an eye for design. 
It’s all very well, he says, to sit down 
in low-slung furniture, but the problem 
is. how to get up? H c prorides the 
Quattro Stagioni range of chairs and 
sofas which, while still most elegant- 
are that much higher—for those over 
43. he suggests. Leather upholstery is 
provided with the alternative of fabric 
covers—some made in the ravishing 
Sl Galien traditional designs. A selec¬ 
tion of the Strassle Collection can be 
seen at Oscar Woollens and pieces can 
also be specially ordered. 

In a different vein, Martin Sylvester 
started his furniture firm in 1967 to fill 
the need for “ comfortable modern 


furniture of the maximum simplicity ” 
winning, in tbe process, a Design 
Council Award, and starting with one 
chair and two sofa designs. Now there 
is a range of seating, with three 
standard choices for upholstery. These 
are Scottish Weave, of natural undyed 
cotton jute, elephant corduroy, or 
velvet pile fabric, all of which are 
removable and should be dry cleaned. 
The frameless, foam construction means 
that all the pieces are light and easily 
transportable, and the results are both 
simple and sophisticated. There are 
both unit systems, and the huge, 
beautiful sofa shown here, and a jigsaw 
bed. chair which escapes the messy, 
fold-away image which is all too often 
the case with dual purpose furniture. 
Showrooms for Sylvester Furniture are 
at 23, Little Clarendon Street, Oxford, 
and at 65, Kensington Church Street, 
W.S, from whom the catalogue may be 
obtained. 

From Norway, which has been 
slightly overshadowed by other Scandi¬ 


navian countries in the field of design. 
Norwood of Bergen have produced 
“ Facil ” chairs with high or low backs, 
in laminated beech and hide, tbe re¬ 
clining action controlled by knobs at 
the sides—tremendously comfortable, 
designed by Sigurd Resell. The 
“Falcon” range has loose cushions in 
hide, dacron-fiUed, on laminated beech, 
or steel and canvas. Stockists include: 
HeaTs. Harrods, Haskrevs, Cardiff, and 
Proffits of Bolron. 

And if you wish to follow the example 
of the Swiss and have covers for your 
furniture. Plumbs ef Salmon Street, 
Preston, have produced a new range of 
Dralon fitted covers called Balmoral, 
in five pleasantly subtle shades of 
dusky pink, claret, moss green, old gold 
and a smoky blue, which look like 
velvet There is an enormous catalogue I 
of over 60 standard furniture styles, 
and the covers are washable, drip dry, 
colourfast. non-shrink and wrinkle free 
for life. Would that we could all claim 
as much for ourselves.

There is a good deal of mystery 
surrounding what are collec¬ 
tively called pulses. These dried 
vegetables include peas, lentils 
and a whole variety of. beans. 
They deserve much more atten¬ 
tion than (hey get becanse they 
are good value for money and 
easy to use since there is no 
preparation, just an overnignt 
soaking to soften diem up. 

1 particularly like the flat, 
white butter beans. They have 
«i lovely floury texture and 
make a very good substitute 
for potdtoes with any me3t dish. 
Start by simmering the soaked 
beans in fresh salted water.

First take your pulses 


Suede $ 
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bringing them up to the boil 
from cold. They take about 45 
minutes to become quite tender, 
then drain them. 

Before serving them as a 
vegetable I always take a few 
moments to pop the beans out 
oE their skins at this stage. 
Meanwhile in the hot saucepan 
melt a good ounce of butter aod 
add one finely chopped onion. 
Fry the - onion gently to soften 
and brown it lightly, then, 
return the beans to the pan 
with salt and pepper and toss 
them to glaze. Sometimes I add 
a little concentrated tomato 
puree from a tube which makes 
them a rosy red colour. 

With a sprinkling of chopped 
parsley they are ready to serve 
aod taste particularly good with 
fried lamb or pork chops and a 
little gravy. Dried peas are 
nice cooked with a sprig of 
mint, haricot beans or lentils 
: with an onion stuck with a 
clove and a few bacon rinds, or 
simply with a bay leaf or 
bouquet garni. When cooked, 
drain and serve tossed in hot 
butter having discarded aoy 
flavouring additions. Lentils 
cooked like this will mash to a 
puree and can be served with 
boiled ham, while split peas are 
nice with sausages. If you plan 
to serve pulses this way allow 
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about 2 oz per person because 
they, double in weight during 
cuoking. Generally speaking 
cooking times vary from the 
larger haricot and butter beans 
which take about 45 minutes to 
.an hour and tbe smaller split 
peas and lentils requiring 30 to 
40 minutes. 

Cooked pulses are also very 
good served cold in a salad; 
butter beans, haricot beans and 
red kidney beans are the best 
for this. When the beans are 
cooked drain from the water 
and while still hot mix with a 
simple oil and vinegar dressing 
and leave until cold when they 
will absorb all the _ flavour. 
Butter beans are delicious with 
the addition of chopped spring 
onioa and are very nice mixed 
with cold cooked french beans 
for a summer salad when tbe 
contrasting white and green 
look very pretty. White haricot 
beans are best cooked and 
served as part of a mixed hors 
d’oeuvre and are tasty mixed 
with flaked tuna fish for a first 
course. Red kidney beans add 
colour to a green salad, but 
remember that beans are filling 
so you will not require much if 
you blend them with other 
t'oods. 

Dried vegetables store conve¬ 
niently on a shelf in a cupboard 
and can be used any time to 
I make lovely soups. One of the 
best features of soups like these 
is the creamy smoothness oi the 
texture and they make a good 
choice at this time of year when 
winter root vegetables are going 
out of season and there is the 
inevitable gap before tbe sum¬ 
mer ones are cheap enough to 
buy. Split peas make a lovely 
green soup and they should be 
cooked with onion and the 
green of leeks to bring our the 
flavour. If you save the finely 
sliced white part of the leeks 
and add it to the finished soup 
you will have a pretty garnish. 
Continental cooks often add a 
soaked pig's trotter to the sim¬ 
mering soup for extra flavour. 
Another idea is to cook small 
chicken drumsticks portions in 
with the vegetables and to 
serve them in the soup after¬ 
wards, then the soup becomes 
a meal and can be served with 
crusty bread and butter. Butter 
beans make a very warming 
soup. To butter beam* you should 
add onion, carrot and celery to 
give the mixture flavour and 
some tomato puree for a 3000 
colour. The creamy texture of 
a butter bean soup is_ enhanced 
if you serve it with tiny bread- 
cubes fried until crisp and gol¬ 


den in bot butter and sprinkled 
over the top. You can also sim¬ 
mer butter beans with the veg¬ 
etables all cut in neat dice and 
dish the soup without passing 
through a sieve so that you have 
a kind of broth of vegetables 
and beans. 

These soups reheat very well 
and they freeze perfectly so it 
is a good idea to make enough 
for more than one meal. You 
will notice that they thicken 
considerably on a cooling, all 
pulse soups do this, but do not 
add extra water because they 
will thin down again when re¬ 
heated. Stir the soup fairly 
constantly while reheatiDg and 
then you will have no risk of 
it scorching on the base of the 
pan. 

Dried beans extend small 
quantities of meat to make 
substantial dUhes and have 
been used this way in many 
traditional recipes like baked 
beans with salt pork, cassoulet 
which combines haricot beans 
with roasted poultry or chilli 
con carne with red" kidney 
beaus to mellow the spicy 
flavour. 

Cassoulet 

This is a simplified verison 
of what can be a very compli¬ 
cated recipe, but it still makes 
a filling and economical dish 
for a crowd. 

Serves 6 -S 

lib haricot beans, soaked _ 

1 large onion _ 

2 cloves _ 

1 bouquet garni of parsley 
stalks, thyme a nd bay leaf 

•lb streaky bacon rashers, 
trimmed 

salt and freshly milled pepper 

1 oven ready chicken, about 
31b _ 

41b garlic sausage or sala mi 
Soak the haricot beans over¬ 
night in cold water to cover. 
Drain the beans and place in a 
large saucepan. Feel the onion 
and stick with the cloves, then 
add to the beans with the 
bouquet garni. Add sufficient 
salted water to cover and bring 
to a simmer. Cover and cook 
gently for one hour. Drain and 
reserve the cooking liquor for 
adding later and reserve the 
cuion. 

Meanwhile place the chicken 
in a roasting tin and spread the 
breast with butter. Season with 
salt and pepper and place on 
its side. Roast in a hot oven 
■'400 deg F or Gas No 6 ) for one 
hour. Baste frequently, turning 


the bird an tbe second side and 
finally the right way up after 
abour 40 minutes 3 cooking time. 
Allow to cool and then lift the 
flesh from the bone in chunky 
pieces. 

Finely dice the bacon and 
slice the garlic sausage. Place 
the cooked beans, tbe chopped- 
up cooked onion, the bacon and 
garlic sausage in a large cas¬ 
serole. Season with salt and 
pepper and add the pieces of 
roasted chicken flesh. Add about 
l pint of the reserved bean 
liquor and cover with a lid. 
Cook gently in a slow oven (32S 
deg F or Gas No 3) for a further 
one hour. Stir occasionally and 
serve hot from the cooking dish. 

Split pea soup 

A pressure cooker is not 
necessary for these soups, they 
will be cooked within an hour. 
Serves 6 

6 oz green split peas, soaked 

2 oz butter _ 

1 large onion _ 1 

1 large leek 

2 medium potatoes 1 

2 \ pints cold water _ 

1 chicken stock cube _ 

salt and freshly milled pepper 

The split peas should be 
soaked overnight in cold water 
to cover. Drain the water from 
the soaked peas. 

Mdlt the butter in a large 
saucepan and add the peeled 
and coarsely chopped onion. 
Wash the leek and cut ud all 
but the damaged leaves of the 
green part, reserving the lower 
white stem. Peel and cut die 
potato into large dice. Add the 
leek and Dotatoes and toss all 
the vegetables in the hot butter. 
Add the spilt peas and then stir 
in the cold water. You can 
use stock if you have it, other¬ 
wise crumble in a chicken 
stock cube. Season with salt 
and pepper and bring to sim¬ 
mering point. Cover with a 
lid and cook gently for about 
45 minutes or until the split 
peas are quite soft. To check 
scoop out a split pea and 
squeeze it between the fingers. 

Ladle the hot liquor, peas and 
vegetables, small quantities at 
a time, into an electric 
liquidber and blend to a puree. 
Or pass through a sieve. Return 
the soup to the pan and check 
the seasoning. Add the white 
part of tike leek as a garnish. 

It should be sliced in the 
thinnest possible rings and 
gently softened In a little extra 
butter first. 


Regina v Fenny Stratford Jus¬ 
tices, Ex parte Watney Mann 
(Midlands) Ltd 

Before Lord Widgery. Lord Chief 
Justice, Mr Justice Kiincr Brown 
and Mr Justice Watkins 
{Judgments delivered February 26] 
Justices, when making nuisance 
orders, not only could, but should, 
take advantage of the scientific 
methods of noise measurement by 
the use of sound meters and 
decibel readings, the Lord Chief 
Justice said. 

The Divisional Court decided 
that a nuisance order made by 
Fenny Stratford justices that the 
noise level in the Fin gals public 
bouse, Bletchley. owned by Watney 
Mann (Midlands) Ltd, should not 
exceed 70 decibels, would have 
'been good and certain hut for the 
fact it did not sate the 
position from which the reading 
was to be taken. Their Lordships, 
on an application by Watney 
Mann, made an order of certiorari 
to quash the justices’ order on the 
ground that it was void for on-' 
certainty. 

The Public Health Act, 1936, 

. provides by section 94 : “ . . . (2> 
If ... it is proved that £a] 
nuisance exists, . . . then . . . 
la magistrates’] court Shall make 
an order (. . . “ a nuisance 
order 1 . . . (a) requiring the de- 
fendam ... to abate the nuisance, 
within a time specified in the 
order, and to exeenre any works 
necessary for that purpose. . . 

Mr Anthony Scrivener, QC, and 
Mr Richard RnndeH for the appli¬ 
cants ; Mr A. B. Hidden for the 
justices. 

MR JUSTICE WATKINS said 
that a juke box played in the 
public house to the disturbance of 
the peace and comfort of the 
neighbourhood. A complaint was 
made to the justices, who made 
an order for the nuisance to be 
abated. 

It was accepted that the evi¬ 
dence before the justices entitled 
them-to make the order. What 
was'questioned, was the propriety 
of including In the order the 
words, “ tbe level of noise. . 
shall not exceed 70 dB(A) ”. 

Mr Scrivener submitted that the 


wo rds made the order void for 
uncertainty, because a person with 
the task of preventing the con¬ 
tinuance of the nuisance would 
not know where to rake the read¬ 
ing. He also contended that, save 
for two exceptional cases covered 
by the terms of the section, jus¬ 
tices could not make a nuisance 
order which said more than 
me nuisance should ~be abated. 

It was clear that the justices 
could simply make the order with¬ 
out adding mare words: the per- 
ions to whom die -order was direc¬ 
ted would be left to their own 
devices how to comply with it.

Firm¬ 
ness of rhythm and outline 
were valuable assets in Handel 
mod Bach,' as again in a Sona¬ 
tina by Moreno-Torroba and 
Falla’s MiUert Dance- Roman¬ 
tic studies by Villa-Lobos were 
not quite as artistically mature 
or persuasive, partly because 
marred by finger-board surface 
noise. 

■ The enterprising programme 
chosen by Brenda. Dykes for 
her flute recital included the 
London premiere of "Haiku 
by her pianist; Terence AJ3- 
brigbc, as an attractively atmos¬ 
pheric centrepiece,, albeit pro¬ 
tracted (in view of the frag¬ 
mentary verse inspiration). 
Always' united and reliable, 
these two English players grew 
progressively warm and supple, 
so that oddly k was Wider at 
the end rather than Poulenc at 
the start who exemplified 
French genius in writing for 
the flute.. 

The London-domiciled Rus¬ 
sian violinist, AHa Sharova, is 
already an established orches¬ 
tral and chamber musician. 
Venturing into soloists’ lime¬ 
light, she seemed shy as yet 
in offering a positive, personal 
viewpoint. Her instrument sang 
with a nice lyrical incandes¬ 
cence, but she lacked weight 
and va ri ety of tone. In Beetho¬ 
ven’s “ Kmrtzer ” the violin in 
fact sometimes seemed just 
borne along on the surface of 
Helda Sachs’s more purposefully 
characterized - keyboard part. 
Bach’s unaccompanied _ Cha¬ 
conne brought passing discom¬ 
forts of intonation, but there 
was no lari: of charm in minia¬ 
tures by Tchaikovsky and the 
sunnier tunes in Prokofiev’s 
D major sonata. 

Only the fact that the Italian 
pianist, Alberto Colombo, was 
led to the instrument betrayed 
that be was blind: his playing 
was outstandingly firm in 
attack (sometimes his tone was 
even too- insistent) and accu¬ 
rate. Though perhaps more 
considered than spontaneously 
poetic, his readings of Sonatina 
brevis by. Busoni, Beethoven’s 
D major sonata. Op 28, and all 
I could stay to hear (because 
of a double debut) of Proko¬ 
fiev’s seventh sonata in B flat 
were well-proportioned enough 
to inspire full trust in his musi¬ 
cal mind as well as admiration 
for what his fingers were doing.

that she might be well advised 
to strike out for a career m 
tfars less demanding sphere. She 
warmed to Britten’s Charm of 
Lullabies too. Exposed to the 
emotional intensity of MaHeris 
Lieder ernes fakrenden GeseUen 
a n d to the technical demands 
of Purcell and Mozart her tone 
grew edgy, while breath control 
scarcely ensured the smoothest 
Tithe. Sbe was imaginatively 
uprated at the piano by John 
jn am, nowadays better 
known as concert promoter.

The Kassel Piano Trio from 
Germany had a firm keyboard 
leader in Peter Deg enh a r dt. 
The violinist and ceDist were 
accident-prone zn intonation, 
and not always as begullingly 
lyrical in tone as exposed solos 
in Schubert’s B flat trio 
deserved. Brio took precedence 
over refinement in the first 
movement of Beethoven's Op 
70, No 1, as it did again, in 
the humorous audacities of the 
Scherzo of Ives’s trio. But 
Beethoven’s ghostly slow move¬ 
ment showed what well- 
balanced, expressive results 
they could achieve when really 
listening to themselves, and 
there was a good, warm glow 
and Sow in much of the rest 
of the Ives.

AMmugl die wuanher of SFtiStB 
is large, many have been 
ontittied who oodd equally well 
or more deservedly have been 
mdudsed. Some indoRoos seem 
curious or ar bipa gy- Aldmqgb 
this is more or less inevixride, 
givrai tbe worldngs of selection, 
it has aroused some consader- 
ahle feeimg in Britain. 

Tie selection committee to- 
eluded Sir Normed Reid, 
Franco Russoti end Guido 
Brito, but the burden of the 
selection seems to have mainly 
fallen on the efaoriden of three 
English - critics. David Thomp¬ 
son-and Norberc Lynton, some¬ 
time art critics of The Times 
and -The Guardian during the 
Sixties, selected sculpture and 
painting respectively. Richard 
Cork, who fas been art critic 
of The Evening Standard dur¬ 
ing the Seven ti es and editor of 
Studio International, since last 
May, chose artists under the 
heading of “Akernative De¬ 
velopments”. • 

This means that the exhibi¬ 
tion is not so much of “English 
Art Today" as of several 
critics’ choices of the 
art of the past 15 years, 
confined to those artists who 
matured or came to prominence 
during rbi-c period and exclud¬ 
ing those Eke Moore or Bacon 
who are better known abroad 
mid a whole group of figurative 
printers like Auerbach, Kossoff, 
Ugkar aod Freud, oeoenstoiy 
because their work continued a 
tradition of the Fifties or 
before. 

The show begins with a huge 
blown-up phonograph taken tn 
Trafalgar Square of all those 
artists who were present or will-

ing after a British Council press 
conference earlier this month, 
flanked by pictures of tbe 
Beaties. Mick Jagger and 
“ Swinging London ” circa 1967. 
Some artists were heard to mut¬ 
ter angrily at this. Yet in many 
ways these were appropriate 
symbols fOT what seems tbe bard 
(or maybe soft) core of tbe 
exhibition, those artists like 
Hockney, Jones, Blake, Hamil¬ 
ton, TiJson, whose work and 
success embodied ■ the now 
mythic and very distant London 
of that era: hedonistic, bright, 
brittle and intensely competi¬ 
tive. 

Tbe dated clamour of much 
of the work of this time seen io 
such large quantities dulb the 
viewer’s responses,' and it be¬ 
comes difficult to assess or even 
look at properly. Two of the 
better abstract painters, John 
Hoyland and Robyn Denny, 
have supplementary shows of 
recent work in dealers’ galleries 
in Milan, and separated from 
such a wetter of competing 


visual noises their work 
breathes more easily. 

At the Palazzo Reale it is two 
older men who stand out: John 
Latham and Kenneth Martin, 
artists of greater depth and 
development, in whose work the 
time element plays an import¬ 
ant part. Both 'have works using 
movement, but in this context 
one would want to avoid tbe 
now irrelevant word “kinetic’'. 
There is thinking and under¬ 
standing here, and some subtle 
but extraordinary leaps of the 
imagination, rather than the 
bright effects and assertion of 
so much of the other work. Both 
Martin and Latham matured in 
toe Sixties as artists, but got 
little recognition then, far less 
than the younger men who bit 
the reviewers’ headlines, and 
they are only just getting it 
now. Martin bad a full-scale 
retrospective at tbe Tate last 
year at the age of 70; Latham, 
who is in his mid-fifties, bad a 
big show at tbe Kunsthalle in 
Dusseldorf last autumn and a 


similar exhibition will be at the 
T*te this summer. 

■ Of the once vaunred group of 
sculptors who gained their repu¬ 
tations in the mid-sixties, on 
this showing only Phillip King 
looks like a major and develop¬ 
ing talent. Eduardo Paolozzi’s 
room is dominated-by an over¬ 
life-size sculpture of an iron 
skip full of industrial detritus 
which in fact are fragments of 
old pieces which Paolozzi has 
cut up. He has made much 
better sculptures than this, al¬ 
though not recently, and it is a 
pity he didn’t show them here. 

In his introduction to “ Alter¬ 
native Developments” Richard 
Cork compares the reaction 
against the huge colour paint¬ 
ings and gargantuan sculptural 
objects taken by younger 
artists in the late Sixties and 
early Seventies to the rejection 
by the Futurists of the acade¬ 
micism of late nineteenth-cen¬ 
tury art. This is no doubt 
partly to help the Italian 
audience understand the de¬ 


velopment of the exhibition. 
It’s a neat parallel, bin: ulti¬ 
mately misleading, claiming an 
importance for ibis kind of 
work that ft scarcely has. A 
good deal of _ what this new 
group of artists' does is as 
academic as the abstract paint¬ 
ing and formal sculpture they 
rejected. Much of ft is wordy. 
So were the Futurists. But their 
words were immediately plain 
and they appealed to a very 
wide audience, whereas this 
English ait is esoteric and 
elitist, its verbiage largely in¬ 
comprehensible and mystifi- 
catory. 

Recentiy.some of these artists, 
Victor Burgm and John 
Scezaker, have begun to juxta¬ 
pose photographs with their 
text, that is, to return to the 
visual image to some extent. 
Simultaneously they and the 
Art and Language group have 
moved towards a left-wing 
political polemic that is con¬ 
fused and tedious, although it 
should be said that Burgm’* 
essay in the catalogue is much 
more to the point than the work 
he. has on the walls. In this sec¬ 
tion those who impress are 
those who have avoided both an 
excessive preoccupation with 
formalism and predictable left- 
wing stances: John HiDiard, 
Richard Long and, rather sur¬ 
prisingly, Gilbert aod George, 
-whose new photographic work 
Dead Boards seems to offer 
something more than the amus¬ 
ing trivialities they usually 
purvey. 

The artists’ films, particularly 
those by Mftkolm Legrice 
amongst those that I was able 
to see, suggested new mid 
worthwhile ways of working. Of 
the performance artists Stuart 
Brisley offered more than diver¬ 
tissement. He was spending 48 
hours viri&boux sleeping, some¬ 
times with the help of Leslie 
Haslam, constructing a carefully 
made wooden structure labor¬ 
iously together, in the 

middle of the Galleria. In the 
waiting horns at least it always 
gathered an interested crowd, 
although there is little that 
wouldn’t to the very hub of 

Milan. 

Difficult to judge how all this 
must look to the Milanese. 
Milan is a sophisticated and 
cosmopolitan city. It is the main 
c entr e of art dealing and exhibit¬ 
ing to Italy, and its geographical 
position means that it has 
always been very open to 
European trends and influences 
Quite a number of the artists 
here have had small shows in 
Milan or elsewhere in Italy, but 
nothing on tins scale has been 
shown of contemporary British 
art. For aH that one could fault 
much of the selection, the 
British Council and the Com¬ 
mune di Mflano have assembled 
a vast amount of work which 
has not been serai together in 
tin's way to Britain, let alone in 
Italy. In tin* three nvtnthc 
before the exhibition closes in 
Milan could mot the Arts 
Council find a way of showing 
it here? And we also need to 
see in Brhain as soon as possible 
a comparable show of Italian 
art covering this same period.

Sunday’s programme by the 
Royal Philharmonic Orchestra 
consisted of three sets of varia¬ 
tions, a potentially monotonous 
idea- Yet if all three composers 
were essentially conservatives, 
each was able to reshape tradi¬ 
tional materials sufficiently to 
convey something that was per¬ 
sonal if of do great importance. 

For his variations, Walton 
takes a theme by Hindemith, 
and toe latter was right to 
praise “ toe honest solidity of 
workmanship to this score". It 
was toe music’s orchestral craft 
that toe conductor, Antal 
Dorati, seemed most to respond 
to, also, and he obtained a 
splendidly balanced perform¬ 
ance. Indeed, toe work’s fantasy 
and skill were so well projected 
that one felt disinclined to 
complain about its lack of more 
deeply imaginative qualities. 

For bis variations, which he 
calls a rhapsody, Rachmaninov 
chooses a theme by Paganini, 
with a little help from the

That proved a wise if somewhat 
paradoxical approach, for 
Rachmaninovas orchestral writ¬ 
ing here is snore intimately 
detailed _ than in his earlier 
symphonic works and something 
more than broad contrasts—and 
separation—between soloist and 
accompaniment is needed. 

Refreshing though it was to 
hear an intelligent attitude 
adopted .towards Rachmaninov’s 
Paganini Rhapsody, which is 
so carelessly played, it was the 
last item on toe programme 
that gave Mr Dorati his most 
positive opportunities. Of Sun¬ 
day’s composers only Strauss 
devises his own themes, but his 
Don Quixote does have in com¬ 
mon with toe Walton piece 
that orchestral. technique is 
thrust into toe foreground, 
from both toe composer’s and 
the performers* viewpoints. 

In fact toe virtuosity is fully 
self-conscious, raid as such a 
challenge: to the interpreters’ 
powers of characterization as. 
much as to their executive skill . 
A good instance is the learned 
dialogue between two monks 
depicted with bassoon counter¬ 
point to Variation 9. The whole 
score, indeed, employs its 
monster orchestra to a stream of 
clever effects, and Mr Dorati 
secured a m ag n ificent perform¬ 
ance of them all. David Strange 
was the fine cello soloist.

Wisely, 1 kept my own small 
children up to offset criticisms 
of my judgment, and 1 have to 
tell you that every time the

And where did that vaunted 
million dollars go ?

Nostalgia rocked on Sunday at 
tbe Theatre Royal wrto a group 
that seems to have been around 
since toe invention of toe 
wheel, or the turntable at least. 
The “Musweli Hillbillies", as 
this north London quintet have 
sometimes called themselves, 
looked back in joy at their 
golden oldies, then poshed even 
farther back in history with 
their latest tonepoem-cum- 
pageant “ Schoolboys to 
Disgrace 

As every schoolboy ought to 
know, the Kinks have been 
grinding out substance songs 
since 19S4, often ahead of 


trends, frequently indifferent 
to them, occasionally behind 
them. In a period when electric 
aggression tends to dominate 
toe rock scene, the Kinks come 
on and back like a breath of 
fresh, timeless air. 

Ray Davies remains one of 
toe most charming polymaths in 
rock, song writer, lead singer, 
comic, bailet dancer, self- 
inflated star, but really humble 
anti-star, generally the resident 
genie. He reminded us of past 
“ Kinkology ",. “ Waterloo Sun¬ 
set”, “Lola"; “Banana Boat", 
“ Everyone’s a Star ”, “ Demon 
Alcohol ”, “ Celluloid Hero ", 
and many other wry melodic 
social commentaries. 

Augmented by three women 
singers, three brass and reed 
men, and some marvellous'film 
projections, toe Kinks unveil 
Schoolboys Saga with broad wit 


and rich invention. Those 
chaps may well have invented 
rock programme music long 
before pretentious rock operas 
and cantatas, well before Ken 
Russel] runed in. 

Schoolboys may not consis¬ 
tently rise to the level of past 
Kink thematic ideas, such as 
preservation or soap opera, still 
the old cut and thrust was there, 
and toe Monty Python costum¬ 
ing and film clips added much. 
We saw again a past villain in 
“ Mr Flash ” and a new charmer 
io “ Jack the Idiot Dunce w . 

There remains a delicious 
quality of self-burlesque within 
the Kinks toar speaks volumes 
about their special posture 
cowards show business and 
partly explains their durability. 

Taking themselves with a few 
tons of salt, they linger on and 
the flavour does as well.

Ciarry could be the most vulnerable champion

For the firJt time the world 
figure sBering championships, start¬ 
ing hare tomorrow, will follow the 
psttorn of tie Olympic Games 
down to the las: Icop-change-Icop. 
Until now the dance competition 
has given the “ wprlis ” an 
ad^ed dimsnsica, but as the danc¬ 
ers are now persona grata with 
the Internedjnal Olympic Com- 
m:(£ee. the cast is virtually the 
varne. Yet, curiously exKHijh, some 
heads must roH. 

In onlv one case, the pairs, were 
the world cc am pious successful at 
Innsbruck.

snoctively. Boch Miss Hsoull aofl 
the Gorschlzovs (they are mar¬ 
ried) were unanimously' placed 
first at Innsbruck. 

Indeed, ramo of Olympic 
champions seem in danger of 
humiliation, but if one were 


thought to be more vulnerable 
than the others it is, I suppose, 
John Curry, sacriiegJcius though it 
may seem to many people in Brit¬ 
ain. He created such a favourable 
Impression at Innsbruck chat It 
takes an effort to recall his un¬ 
certain passage to the podium this 
year. 

Curry won the European cham¬ 
pionship from Vladimir Kovalev 
(USER) in Geneva In January only 
by five Judges’ platings to four, 
ftfll more remarkably, he won the 
British championship at Richmond 
in December only on the strength 
of his compulsory figures, being 
subsequently beaten in the short 
programme'and the free skating by 
Robin Cousins, x. 13 eight years 
Curry’s junior and a potential 
world champion of the near future. 

Those near-misses seemed a long 
way off at Innsbruck as Curry re¬ 
vealed a confident, artistic touch 
from rhe first day. May he be able 
to contact his muse again this 
week, for Us best he now bos no 
peers, let alone superiors. But 
distant televiewers must bear in 
mind that five minutes fa front 
of the cameras on the final night 
will not suffice unaided. 

A skater's nerve nowadays has 
to hold good under the tension not 


only of superimposing compulsory 
figures one upon another, and 
another, but also of meeting speci¬ 
fic demands in tbe short pro¬ 
gramme under pain of a penalty 
much heavier titan a comparable 
failure in the free skating would 
exact, la other words only Curry, 
perhaps, can beat Curry, but it 
seems unlikely under tbe serene 
guidance of Carlo Fassi. 

Fassi will hope to reproduce his 
unique innsburck double, with 
Miss Hamlll emulating Curry in 
die women’s individual event. To 
do so she will have to overturn 
the world championship result at 
Colorado Springs a year ago, 
when she was runner-up to Miss de 
Leeuw. But on her Innsbruck 
form, placed first by all nine 
judges, her supremacy seems 
assured, in spite of an Incapacity 
far triple jumps. 

The two remaining events seem 
to belong, as by rigbt, to Miss 
Pakhomova, partnered by her has- 
band, and their compatriot, Irina 
Rodnina, partnered by her hus¬ 
band, Alexander Zaitsev. The 
principal interest in the pairs, per¬ 
haps, will be in whether or not 
the young Americans, Tai Babi- 
lonia (15) and Randolph Gardner 
(17), widely acclaimed at Inns¬ 


bruck although placed only fifth, 
can leapfrog the second pairs of 
the Soviet Union and East Ger¬ 
many. Gorschkov’s illness preven¬ 
ted him and bis wife from compet¬ 
ing at Colorado Springs, so that 
Miss Moiseyeva and Minenkov be¬ 
came champions by default. Heirs, 
presumptive they may be. but they 
will be expected to surrender 
gracefully for the time being this 
week. 

Hilary Green and Glyn Watts, 
the British dance champions, no 
doubt disenchanted by their 
steady decline in international 
events in the past year or two, 
have withdrawn. They leave the 
scene, if not with an Olympic 
medal, at least with an Olympic 
blazer to treasure In die years 
ahead. For them die Olympic im¬ 
primatur for ice dancing came two 
years too late. The pairs final will 
be held on Wednesday night, fol¬ 
lowed successively by the men’s, 
the dancers’ and die women's. 

Other notable absentees are the 
British pairs champions, Colin and 
Erika Taylforth- They were ex¬ 
pected here but since he Is back 
m bis native Liverpool and $be in 
her native Los Angeles there is 
no question of Ttipn) competing 
now.

The man who believes that the truth is more 

• ^ 


How rarely heroes live up to expecta¬ 
tion, and how satisfying when they 
surpass it! That is what, last week, 
I felt after meeting Alexander Sol¬ 
zhenitsyn for the first time-chat, 
and the familiar and inexplicable 
feeling of exhilaration that comes 
pom talking to those who know what 
it is to live in helL and who, 
a]though they can say only 
f teif you naught far your comfort. 
Yea, naught for your desire. 

Save that tke sky grows darker yet . 
And the sea rises higher 
nevertheless radiate a kind of izmil- 
nerable optimism that comes from 
Within, and is the mark of those who 
“e eternally secure in the knowledge 
that their tormentors are not only 
wrong bur doomed. This was said 
some tune ago in the form: "He 
that findeth his Kfe shall Jose it; 
rad he that loseth his life for my sake 
shall find it", and it is still true 
today. 

.1. remember this feeling verv 
vividly from my only visit to South 
Africa; all the misery and cruelty 
and despair I could see around me, 
winch were in themselves almost un¬ 
endurable, were transmuted into a 
raid joyous hope by the indomit- 
abuity of those I talked to who were 
resisting evil with a serene gaiety 
and a courage that it is fortunately 
beyond our necessity to measure. I 
felt the absence of *hi« feeling more 
strongly than anything else in my 
life on my only visit to the Soviet 
Union, because I was there before 
either the dissident movement or the 
emigration movement had broken sur¬ 
face, and the cruelty and misery and 
despair all around me were unre¬ 
lieved by anything that might sug¬ 
gest. however irrationally, that there 
was cause for hope. But I have ex¬ 
perienced that uplift of the spirit 
-whenever I have met any of those, 
from Valentin Prussakov to Viktor 
Fain berg, who have managed to get 
our. and I also felt it intensely the 
nigbt before I met Solzhenitsyn, when 
I met Garfield Todd. The gentle Rho¬ 
desian and the Russian Titan could 
scarcely be more different, in the 
experiences they have undergone, the 
situations in which they find them¬ 
selves, Or the nature of their life- 
work : yet the same current of delight 
ran through me as I met them, and 
the same lightness of heart accom¬ 
panied me as I left. Good, brave men. 
it seems, are the same the world 
over, and their goodness and bravery 
can no more be hidden than they can 
be counterfeited. 

. Alexander Isayevicch Solzhenitsyn 
came into the room smiling, and that 
was the first surprise, for be is one 
of those people whose faces arc 
frozen by the camera, and he is con¬ 
sequently almost always portrayed 
looking solemn, if not actually seem¬ 
ing to scowl; in fact, he smiles very 
readily, and laughs a great deal. The 
next surprise was also physical, and 
I have not got over it yet. I am a very 
unobservant man, but we sat side by

side on a sofa, our faces only a few 
inches apart, mid I could not have 
been mistaken; I tell you that this 
mao of 57, who spent eight years in a 
Siberian concentration-camp in tor¬ 
ments that we can hardly even guess 
at, and then spent something like 20 
years doing unceasing battle with the 
foul thing that has stolen his country 
from its people, has not a single grey 
or greying hair on his head or in his 
beard, and bis blue eyes and the skin 
of his face are as clear and smooth 
and young as those of an untroubled 
child. Even as he spoke, in halting 
English (which broke constantly into 
torrential Russian, while our inter¬ 
preter struggled to keep up), of his 
despair at the folly, nerve!essuess and 
lack of imagination and understand¬ 
ing the West now displays in the 
face of Soviet imperialism The blames 
Europe more than America, saying 
that Europe has not bad the excuse 
of America’s thankless and debilitat¬ 


ing struggle in Vietnam), bis 
demeanour was that of a man in a 
state of grace. There was no need to 
ask him where he gets such inner 
strength and intensity; this is a man 
who walks with his God, and makes 
one understand what “ Holy Russia ” 
once meant. 

That was a private occasion. But 
last night, in an interview for 
Panorama .admirably conducted, 
with self-effacing tact, by Michael 
Charlton), Solzhenitsyn mounted a 
public indictment of the supine in¬ 
attention of the West that rang like 
the blows of the hammer with which 
Luther nailed his manifesto to the 
doors at Witte mb erg. 44 For nearly 
all. of our lives", he said, "we wor¬ 
shipped the West-note that word 
worshipped: we did not admire it, 
we worshipped it.” (Beneath the 
simultaneous translation you could 
hear the stabbing empbasis of the 
Russian word.) But now ? 


My warnings, the warnings of 
Sakharov’s very grave vrarmM 
direefly from the Soviet Union—m»e 
warnings go unheeded. . . We rea 
Uzed with bewilderment that the West 
was . . . separating Its freedom tro» 

our fate, and before I was it 
had already strong doubts vrhethr r 
was realistic to look to the West uw 
help. . . And when I came “ere no 
fortunately my doubts jnorea sed 
rapidly... During these two years un 
West ... has made so natty eon«£ 
sious that now a repetition of*”*: 
angry campaign which got me out era 
prison is practically impossible - . - 
the campaign to get Sakharov V> 
Stockholm was almost as strong, ouc 
It didn’t heap, because . . - 
now takes infinitely less note of nw 

West. 

And then, just as he so often 
speaks in the accents of Tolstoy, ne 
spoke in the voice of that other Rus¬ 
sian giant whose philosophical 
descendant he is. rhe man who saw 
as clearly into the heart of man a 
century ago as Solzhenitsyn does to¬ 
day. Is this not Dostoievsky wnnjig 
about Peter Verkhovenslcy and his 
wretched father ? 

One can say that this is what forms 
the spirit of the age. this current or 
public opinion, when people in 
authority, well-known professors, 
scientists, are reluctant to enter into 
an argument ... It is considered 
embarrassing to pur forward one s 
counter-arguments, lest one becomes 
involved. And so there is a certam 
ab'J.'crdon of responsibility, which is 
typical here where there is complete 
freedom . - . there is now this uni¬ 
versal adulation of revolutionaries, the 
more so the more extreme they are ! 
Stmflarlv. before the Revolution we 
had in Russia, if not a cult oF terror 
In society, then a fierce defence of the 
terrorists. People in good positions. 
Intellectuals, professors, liberals, spent 
a great deal of effor t, ang er and indig¬ 
nation in defending terrorists. 

Then the hammer ceases to be 
Luther’s, and becomes Thor’s: 

It would be more appropriate if it 
were not you asking me which way the 
Soviet Union will go, but if 1 were to 
ask you which way the West is going. 
Because at the moment the question is 
not how the Soviet Union will Gad 3 
way out of totalitarianism, but how the 
West will be able to avoid the same 
Fate ... I am surprised that pragmatic 
philosophy consistently scorns moral 
considerations . - . one should not 
consider that the great principles of 
Freedom finish at your own frontiers, 
that as long as you have freedom, let 
the rest have pragmatism. No. freedom 
Is indivisible and one has to take a 
moral attitude towards it . . .

Someone knocks on the jjoor cd 
Nikolai Kriukov; he opens the door. 
They beat Mm op nearly to death m 
his own house because he has defended

They let Plyushch out and they are 
putting others in lunatic asylums. .. • 
What can we do about the presence 
in our midst of such men as 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn? Well, first 
what do we do ? We turn away in 
embarrassment—an embarrassment 
that rises to act as a protection 
against the pain of admitting both 
that he is nghr in his analysis of 
evil, and that bis very existence is a 
reproach to our society, embedded as 
it is in the granite of his faith. I do 
not believe (though presumably he 
does) that faith has to be a religious 
faith to be effective; but what is 
wrong with the West—and one can 
sense in his condemnation of us that 
it is rtii.« which excites his a n ger and 
contempt, more even than the 
strategic, political and moral retreat 
in which the West is engaged—is that 
we do not even have the courage of 
our secular convictions, we do not 
seem to care enough about our liberty 
to be willing to consider that it is 
under assault and to think about ways 
of sustaining it. indeed to consider 
that it ought to be sustained. Is it any 
wonder that a man who has dragged 
logs all day in a temperature of minus 
30 degrees Centigrade has to make 
an almost visible effort to stop him¬ 
self spirting in the face of a society 
that refers to Or as the “under¬ 
ground " press, persuades half 
government that the "Shrewsbury 
Two ” are martyrs, and runs howling 
to the Bar Council and the corres¬ 
pondence columns of The Times 
when Sir Robert Mark says that there 
are crooked lawyers Who are helping 
crime to flourish ? 

So what can we do with Solzhenit¬ 
syn? Well, if I may conclude wife 
a modest proposal, I suggest that the 
West, when he has provoked it a little 
further, should, possibly under the 
auspices of the United Nations Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, formally condemn 
him to death, and execute him either 
by obliging him to drink hemlock, 
or by crucifixion. After all. the two 
most noted figures in history who 
respectively experienced those fates 
were condemned, whatever the ideo¬ 
logical niceties involved, principally 
because they told their own societies 
truths that made those societies un¬ 
comfortable, and since our own 
society is even more averse to dis¬ 
comfort than those were, it seems 
only fitting rhs»t the man who is, 
mutatis mutandis, doing much the 
same thing to us should suffer a Use 
fate. Meanwhile, at any rate, I can 
look at the hand that shook the hand 
of the man who shook the world, and, 
if he will allow me, say: “ Alexander 
Isayevitcb, do not despair just yet. 
We understand.”

Black sheep among 
the statistics 


Continuing our occasional series 
of new words and new meanings. 

The recent virulent epidemic 
of hyperparametritis (addiction 
to the use of parameter) shows 
no signs of abating within the 
so-called parameters within 
which the pretentious write and 
speak. The Lord Chief Justice 
commented recently from the 
austere purity of his bench: 
“ Parameter: a ward. I may 
say. that has been much abused 
in this case.” 

The revised edition of 
Gowers’s The Complete Plain 
Words (1973) crisply defined 
parameter as: “A mathematical 
term with a precise meaning 
which, it is safe to say, not one 
in ten of those who use it 
understands.” The number 
now seems nearer to one in a 
hundred; many of the ninety 
and nine black sheep appearing 
to confuse the word with peri¬ 
meter. 

Parameter is a technical term 
of various branches of higher 
mathematics and statistics. It 
has been widely adapted as a 
popularized technicality, evi¬ 
dently because it confers a 
spurious but impressive air of 
mathematical exactitude on less 
exact subjects such as politics 
and economics. 

Higher mathematics are deep 
waters, Watson, likely tn en¬ 
gulf all but tbe strongest 
swimmers. But here follow the 
principal meanings attached to 
parameter by those who use 
the word reverently, discreetly, 
advisedly, soberly, and in the 
fear of God, and considering 
the causes for which parameter 
was ordained. These are: 


1 In conic sections, the third 
proportional to any given dia¬ 
meter and its conjugate (or, in 
the parabola, to any abscissa on 
a given diameter and the cor¬ 
responding unJinatej. 

2 In mathematics, a quality 
which is constant in a particu¬ 
lar case considered, but which 
varies in different cases: 
especially a constant occurring 
in the equatioa of a curve or 
surface, by the variation of 
which tbe equation is made to 
represent a family of such 
curves or surfaces. 

3 In astronomy, the data 
necessary to determine the 
orbit of a heavenly body. 

4 In crystallography, each of 
the intercepts made upon the 
axes in a crystal by die plane 
which is chosen for the face of 
die unit or primary pyramid. 

5 In statistics, a variable 
sought by means of evidence 
from samples. 

6 In uusperialized discourse, 
usually a grand and showy 
synonym for boundary. limit, 
framework, or condition. 

Meaning 5 is probably resr 
ponsible for the popularization 
of parameter as an impressive 
vogue technicality, statistics 
being a trendy study, prolific 
of jargon that has the ring of 
mathematical certitude. Those 
who use parameter would help 
their audience to understand 
them if they were to indicate 
in which of its senses they 
wished the word to be under¬ 
stood. In 99 cases out of 100 
it would prove to be meaning

For how much longer can the higher paid 
take the brunt of wage restraint? 


Everyone in industry is closely 
following reports in the press 
of the discussions between tbe 
Government and the trade 
unions about pay policy after 
the ending of the £6 limit. A 
limit based on a cas h figure, 
as recommended by Mr Jack 
Jones, seems still to be very 
much on the cards. 

From the point of view of 
managers and other more highly 
paid, workers, the implications 
of another round of incomes 
policy on this basis would be 
very serious. The table shows 
how rapid would be tbe further 
decline in differentials, after 
tax, between different income 
bands—indicating a further 
large fall in real standards of 
living for managers and highly 
skilled men. The assumption 
made is of a 4 per cent increase 
with a maximum £10 limit and 
a minimum “safety net” of 
£2.40. 

Obviously, we do not know 
what the tax rates will be for 
1976-77, and the table is based 
on current rates. Between 
August, 1975, and August, 1977, 
a labourer will receive a 16JL 
per cent increase in his pay 

S cket, while managers (£15,000- 
0,000) will gain by only 0.8 to 
IB per cent. Whatever the rate 
of inflation in litis period, these 
managers will have virtually no 
means of protecting themselves 
against the continuing fall in 
tbe real value of their cake- 
home pay. 

Almost everyone would agree 
that for a brief period of crisis 
it was fair and sensible to allow 
the better off to carry an even 
heavier share of tax burden 
than would be tbe case in

normal times. But discrimina¬ 
tion against the higher paid has 
been a strong feature of in¬ 
comes and taxation policy for 
so long that it constitutes an 
attack. 

The effects are alarming, and 
it will require positive action to 
contain, let alone reverse them. 
Good people are being lost 
through emigration. For those 
who stay, extra work for the 
good of the business becomes 
hardly worth the effort, and 
some are already starting to opt 
out by paying increasing atten¬ 
tion to their leisure activities. 

Others, more concerned to 
maintain the family living stan¬ 
dard, are seeking different ways 
to supplement their incomes. 
We shall find many more wives 
going to work, and this will 
have an undoubted effect on 
unemployment rates among 
the women and young people 
whose jobs they take. It will 
also undermine voluntary work. 

It cannot make economic or 
social sense—in any form of 
economy known to the world— 
to put loyal and dedicated man¬ 
agers and higher paid workers. 


whose contribution is crucial to 
our international industrial 
competitiveness, under such 
relentless pressure. 

Having trie best possible man¬ 
agers and technicians in indus¬ 
try is of vital importance to 
the trade union movement, as it 
is to the whole country. There¬ 
fore incentives are necessary to 
get such people into industry 
in Britain, and then to encour¬ 
age them to undertake and dis¬ 
charge the ever growing respon¬ 
sibilities which fall on them. Yet 
differentials are narrowing to a 
point that undermines commit¬ 
ment and damages the whole 
community. 

The projected figures for 
August 1977 show that a man¬ 
aging director at present on 
£10,000 a year has, in terms of 
take-home pay, a worth only 
237 times tnat of a person 
doing the least demanding 
work such as fetching, carrying, 
sweeping and cleaning. Tbe 
managing director, on the other 
bmid, has all the pressure on 
him of carrying responsibility 
for running a dm b usiness with 
150 employees, being respon¬ 


sible for the development, 
manufacture, and sale of its 
products. Yet, if we compare 
this man with another manag¬ 
ing director who has tbe respon¬ 
sibility of a very much larger 
business (with say £130m turn¬ 
over and some 9,000 employees) 
we find that the latter’s £30,000 
per year salary is reduced by 
taxation to only 1.7 times more 
than that of his much less bur¬ 
dened colleague. 

The only relevant measure of 
reward for those malting their 
relative contrib ut ions towards 
the success and viability of 
their businesses is post-tax 
earnings. Yet most press or 
television reports of the rela¬ 
tive pay of a labourer or a 
manag i n g director dwell on the 
gross pay. This does not give 
any indication of the real 
differences in the standards of 
living, and permits political 
Egalitarians to exploit differ- 
•sices which, in fact, do not 
sdst,

Staff from the psychiatric 
wing at Parkhurst , where C.

Peter Evans , the first 
reporter to visit the wing 
since publication of the 
committee’s report in 
October, says this was not 
the first hostage to be taken. 


More than half the men in a 
wing ar Parkhurst reserved for 
dangerous psychopaths and 
others unmanageable in the 
normal prison regime will be 
released into the community at 
the end of their sentences, 
although there is a real risk 
of their offending again. 

The 18 men are in C wing, 
which was adapted after riots 
six years ago, and now holds 34 
prisoners. The 18 have deter¬ 
minate sentences, which means 
in effect that the Home Secre¬ 
tary has no option but to release 
them immediately they have 
served their term. 

Existing legislation does not 
provide a means of making sure 
that all potentially dangerous 
men with determinate sentences 
can be kept in custody for the 
safety of the public after they 
have served their term, or even 
of ensuring their supervision in 
the community. 

For these men life imprison¬ 
ment was not thought appropri¬ 
ate at the time of sentence. Nor 
are they covered by the pro¬ 
visions of the Mencal Health 
Act, which is suitable cases may¬ 
be used to provide treatment in 
secure accommodation indefi¬ 
nitely, if the safety of the pub¬ 
lic requires, and to ensure com¬ 
pulsory supervision after 
release. 

A court can send an offender 
to hospital for detention under 
Section 60 of the Acl Or a 
prisoner may be transferred to 
hospital for detention under 
Section 72, in which case he is 
then treated as if he had been 
sent there directly by the court 
under Section 60. 

In both cases, hospital treat¬ 
ment has to be warranted. 
Both arrangements under the 
Mental Health Act give the 
authorities opportunity for 
added control over release and 
supervision after it 

But unless the men in C 
wing, and elsewhere in the 

S rison system, become suf- 
aently ill, they will not be 
transferred under Section 72. 
Ar the time of their sentence 
they -were not thought suitable 
for treatment under Section 60. 
C wing, like other places in the 
prison system, has from time to 
time had to accept back 
prisoners Broadmoor regards as 
untreatable. 

The reason is that a man may 
be regarded as a psychopath 
and still not be eligible for a 
compulsory stay in hospital 
under either of the two sections. 
There is a difference between 
psychopathy, a mental disorder, 
and mental illness of a kind 
which can respond to treatment. 

Although there is much 
argument about the use made 
of the word psychopath, most 
psychiatrists would agree on 
one thing: it attempts to des¬ 
cribe a land of abnormal per¬ 
sonality which cannot be 
cured” by orthodox medical 
means. 

Staff dealing with those in 
C wing say that all they can 
do is try to help them reach 
their optimum level of be¬ 
haviour in a prison setting, 
especially in getting on with 
others, though C wing’s setting 
physically is not good and con¬ 
tributes to pressure on staff 
and men. The prisoners are in 
accommodation built originally 
to house convicts waiting for 
transportation, and much- 
needed £5m plans to rebuild 
Parkhurst—like those for Liver¬ 
pool and Leeds prisons—have 
had to be shelved because of 
financial cuts. 

All 370 prisoners in Park- 
burst have previous convic¬ 
tions, 64 per cent of them 10 
or more, and 51 per cent had 
their first conviction before 
they were 16 years old. Fifty- 
two per cent in the prison were 
at liberty for. less than 12 
months before their present 
reconvictions, for which most 
are serving five years and 
more. Many have a history of

Many of you have wri tt e n about 
my reference last week to Velas¬ 
quez’s “ Rokeby Venus Be¬ 
neath a detail from the painting, 

I reproduced a photograph of a 
model reclining in the same 
position, which showed that 
what the artist would see in the 
mirror would be not the model's 
face but her lower abdomen. 

The model was posed by Allan 
Brabant, deputy keeper of the 
National Gallery. Most readers 
point to discrepancies between 
the picture and the posed photo¬ 
graph, but _ these simply corn- 
firm the main point Brabant was 
trying to make in the experi¬ 
ment. This is that die artist 
painted the picture from a num¬ 
ber of different angles: there is 
no way in which it can be dupli¬ 
cated exactly in a photograph. 
While the model is seen from 


above, the cherub and the 
mirror are level with die artist, 
and the bed somewhere between 
the two. 

Several readers pointed out 
that it would need only a small 
variation in tbe angle of die 
mirror to allow the model’s face 
to he seen, but the head would 
be much smaller than in Velas¬ 
quez’s original. Lord. Rennet, 
though, believes we are all miss¬ 
ing one of the most delicately 
sexy points in the history of 
art ”.

Conservatives are not in a posi¬ 
tion of strength, and they will 
not be in a position of strength 
until they form a govern men t- 
The right course at the present 
stage would therefore be to stay 
in the preliminary stages of 
bargaining. Of course the Con¬ 
servatives should .be very 
• friendly towards the trade 
unions. They should:lunch with, 
them' and dine with' them .and 
make speeches to them, if that is 
regarded as a kindness. They 
should praise 'their patriotism 
and their common sense and 
their rugged British virtues, but 
they should not try to do a deal 
from Opposition because, die 
.trade unions have no motive to 
conclude a deal with a Conser¬ 
vative Opposition. 

Inevitable reply 

It is not only that the trade 
onions are bargainers and will 
therefore react to any over- 
generous opening offer by ask¬ 
ing for more. The trade unions 
do not want a Conservative gov¬ 
ernment. A large number of 
trade unionists vote Conserva¬ 
tive but hardly any trade union 
leaders do. Even the most right 
wing of them probably vote 
Labour and the great majority of 
them are sincere and active sup¬ 
porters of the Labour Party. 

There is therefore nothing 
now to negotiate, but there are 
bar gaining concessions to be 
thrown away. The trade unions 
have replied to the Conservative 
approaches with .a contemptuous 
rebuff. Bow 'duT the Conserva¬ 
tives tbinlr that tiie trade unions 
would reply? Or did they even 
ask themselves what response 
they would receive ? 

If on the other hand the 
Conservatives come back to 
power then the situation will be 
different. The trade unions will 
be dealing with a government in 
office, with all the power that 
government has, and at that stage 
serious discussion can begin. 
Even then the approach, while 
personally warm, should • be 
professionally cooL You cannot 
afford to bargain with some of 
the most professional negotiators 
in the world on amateur terms. 

Yet this is only a part of the 
question. The great majority of 
Conservative voters - correctly 
perceive that there is a direct 
conflict between their interests 
and those of the trade unions as 
at present constituted. Many 
trade unionists believe that their 
interests and the interests of 
their leaders are at variance,, and 
that is one of the reasons that 
trade unionists vote Conservative. 
They do not want the Conserva¬ 


tives to fight the unions, but they 
do want them to represent 
the interests of the non-union 
majority, particularly where 
those interests conflict with 
those of the trade unions. The 
closed shop is one obvious area 
of conflict. 

- The electorate is intelligent 
enough to see that the appease¬ 
ment of the trade unions % the 
Labour Government has pro¬ 
duced some real advantages; it 
is -possible that enough of them 
' will feel that a Labour govern¬ 
ment r7tn handle the nxuons best 
to keep the Labour Party in 
power. If the. next election is 
fought on which party can be 
more friendly with the trade 
unions, or will have to pay the 
lower price for- trade union 
friendship, then of course it must 
be won by Labour. It is only if 
the electorate wants a more 
detached and springy relation¬ 
ship with the unions that ir will 
prefer the Conservatives on this 
issue. 

National interest 

This is in .any case the right 

- relationship for the Conserva¬ 
tives to seek. ' A government 
should neither fight nor appease 
the onions; it-should represent 
the national interest and recog¬ 
nize that the trade unions are a 
part but not the whole of the 
national interest. Any good gov¬ 
ernment will therefore some¬ 
times be in conflict with parti¬ 
cular trade union ambitions, for 

.it is the job <A the trade unions 
to represent their members and 
of the government to represent 
the whole nation. 

- By the end of the present 
Parliament there will probably 
have been thirteen or fourteen 
years in which Socialism in 
Britain will have been expand¬ 
ing. The Heath Administration 
did not reverse the trend. 
Already die case for a reaction 
away from British Socialism has 
become so strong that a Labour 
government is having to take—if 
inadequately—what are normally 
thought of as Conservative deci¬ 
sions about government expendi¬ 
ture, about the size of the 
bureaucracy,' about the expan¬ 
sion of the social services. By 
1978 the national appeal of the 
Conservative Party as a parly of 
individualism, of reduction of 
gov ernm ent, and of reduction of 
mxatipn -could be very, strong. 

' The (Conservatives of - course 
have to come to terms with trade 
union power. Yet the trade 
unions themselves have m come 
to terms with the failure of 
British Socialism to advance the 
real wages of trade unionists. 
The West German domestic pro¬ 
duct per head is now more than 
eighty per cent higher than 
ours; the EEC average is now 
more than forty per cent higher 
than ours. That fail ore cannot 
be separated from Britain’s 
steady increase since November 
1964 _ in state expenditure, in 
taxation, in state interference 
and in definite~state mismanage¬ 
ment. Mrs Thatcher has attacked 
all these in her speeches, but if 
the Conservatives are to reverse 
the trend they will first have to 
convince the British public that 
they mean to do it, and that they 
have the power to do it. By their 
premature offers of unrecipro¬ 
cated concessions to the trade 
unions they have only succeeded. 
in putting themselves on the 
defensive. As Burke said in 1775,

The Italian communists have

* sovereignty against foreign 
srference ”, which suggests 
t they regard the Soviet.Unkm 
a potential threat. They- have 
3 indicated that, they would 
carry out any more nationali¬ 


zation of industry. The French 
have dropped the dictatorship 
of the proletariat from their 
dictrine, criticized the Soviet 
suppression of dissidents, and 
said that they want "socialism 
with the colours of France”. Both 
say they would respect plural 
democracy, which means accept¬ 
ing defeat in free elections. 

Whether or not these new 
positions are tactical they-create 
a new situation for east and 
west. They threaten the influence 
of both super powers. They 
increase the likelihood of com¬ 
munists participating in govern¬ 
ment in Italy and France, which 
would create problems in the. 
western alliance. They also 
represent a further erosion of 
Moscow’s doctrinal authority and 
in the long run a possflde 
threat to Moscow’s control over 
eastern Europe. If the Italians 
and the French as well as the 
. Yugoslavs can establish their 
right to choose their own form 
. of communism there is no 
ideological reason why the 
Czechs, the Poles, the East Ger¬ 
mans and the rest should not do 
’the same. 


There have long been close 
contacts between Italian com¬ 
munists and Czechoslovak com¬ 
munists who participated in the 
reformist regime of 1968 which 
was crushed by Russian tanks. In 
every .east European country 
there are nationally-minded 
communists who are highly criti¬ 
cal of aspects of the Soviet 
system. National aspirations 
among communists have not 
been destroyed by the killing 
and persecuting of leaders who 
talked about national roads to 
socialism. 

Moscow’s concern is indicated 
by its growing insistence on 
adding ideological uniformity to 
other forms of integration in 
eastern Europe, as well as by the 
passage in Mr Brezhnev’s, speech 
last week in which he said that 
■ in spite of the Soviet Union's 
world-wide interests “ closest to 
our hearts and minds is that part 
of tiie world where the com¬ 
munist ideals ... find their prac¬ 
tical embodiment. ; . . The 
gradual drawing together of the 
countries of socialism.is now very 
definitely being displayed as a 
logical process ”. That at least is 
the very opposite of the truth.

The wrongdoers, 
however, will suffer for their 
irresponsibiLty by the multiplicity 
of claims made against them, or, to 

be more exact, their insurance 
pofides. Such claims will in turn be 
passed on n> die general public who 
in the end always carr y the cost. 

The recent awards made by a 
Cafifomian Court to two children 
who lost their parents in the DC 10 
air crash .in France startled me. 
£745,100 invested at a modest 7 per 
cent interest wiH bring in a comfort¬ 
able £52,000 a year between 
for die rest of their lives; or spread 
out in cash payments over the period 
of tbear hves when they might 
reasonably be expected to be 
dependant would give them over 
£18,000 each to spend per year. 

It could be that is in fact a 
measure of their financ ial loss; but 
coold k also be that American 
lawyers derive their income from a 
percentage of damages awarded to 
their cheats end push their claims 
accordingly ? Wergeld, or blood- 
maney, ceased to be a valid claim 
at about the time of the Norman 
Conquest. If this award is an indica¬ 
tion of its return then we have more 
to fear from injustice than air- 
crashes.

From Mr Ian Goa, Conservative MP

Sir, On February 19 you published 
a letter from nine Labour Members 
of Parliament who wrote that “the 
Government’s policy in Northern 
Ireland is negative, evasive and 
fraught with further dangers 
ahead ”; stated that “ the Unionists 
have to be understood as being a 
minority in Ireland ”; and called for 
” a dear declaration by the British 
Government that its aim- is with¬ 
drawal from Ireland *. 

The signatories of that letter be¬ 
lieve that the policies which they 
advocate would have a better chance 
of bringing peace and happiness to 
Northern Ireland, than those now 
being followed by the Government, 
with the broad support of the 
Opposition. 

I fear that that letter will have 
the opposite effect to the one 
desired. 

The border poll of March 8, 1973; 
tiie two general ejections of 1974 and 
the election to die Constitutional 
Convention all showed that the 
Unionists were in a clear majority 
in Northern Ireland. 

In each of those democratic votes, 
the opponents of the Union were at 
liberty to campaign against the 
Union, and did so. Their policy was 
rejected, and rejected decisively. A 
tiny minority, unwilling to accept 
this fourfold va-dict of the bailor 
box, has resorted to the bullet and 
the bomb. It hopes that if the sense¬ 
less slaughter and destruction go on 
long enough, the British Govern¬ 
ment and people will, eventually, 
tire of the struggle and withdraw. 
The letter from the nine Labour 
MPs will have encouraged that 
hope. 

Instead of giving a dear declara¬ 
tion that its aim is withdrawal, the 
British Government should repeat 
that so long as the majority of the 
people of Northern Ireland wish to 
stay within die Union, the Union 
will he maintained, strong, dear, 
and undiminished; that the Queen’s 
subjects in Northern Ireland are as 
much entitled to the protection of 
the police, and ultimately of the 
army, as are the people of Sussex 
or Lancashire; that the battle 
against terrorism, like the battle 
against other crimes, will be fought 
with an iron resolve and with total 
impartiality, however long and hard 
the road may be;' and that those 
who advocate withdrawal ought not 
to be mistaken for the authentic 
voice of either government or 
people. 

On the false expectation of a 
weakening of the national will, ter¬ 
rorism will flourish. It will wane 
when tiiere are no longer grounds 
on which that expectation can be 
sustained.

Sir, The letter from Miss Joan May¬ 
nard and other MPs criticizing gov¬ 
ernment policy in Ulster (February 
IS) has not provoked the response 
their well-mt en tioned proposals 
would seem to deserve. Perhaps you 
may permit us to comment. 

Not government policy, but 
Northern Ireland itself is “nega¬ 
tive” and “fraught with further 
disasters”. Of course the province 
is an anachronism, but it is a 
guaranteed anachronism; and ooe 
of those areas of the world where 
the past won’t go away. None of 
your correspondents' just strictures 
on a largely autonomous Northern 
Ireland was not true 20 years or 


even 50 years ago; and ooedd weH 
be true 20 years from sow, because 
die aspirations and imperatives of 
the majority of the population in 
any free vote srruataon preclude, 
alas, -the honourable intentions of 
outside weE-wishers. 

Tie intransigent demands from 
so-called “loyalists” arise from 
their—forgive our using the word 
— de m o crati c power -base. In the 
freest elections Northern Ireland 
has had (a relative criterion) they 
have always dose well; indeed al¬ 
ways done better. 

He “continued violence and re¬ 
pression w are engendered by two 
forces, neither of which wm be 
placated or persuaded by the sig¬ 
natories to the letter. These are: 
the minority requ ir emen t for parity 
and pankapetion in an, nltinrately, 
pan-Irish context; and the “loyal¬ 
ist” insistence on recognition . of 
their right to call the tune,-backed, 
as they are, by die overwhelming 
majority of Ulster voters. 

To “ underwrite the perpetuation 
of the Northern Ireland state” can¬ 
not, by any criterion, be the “most 
dangerous of the options ”. It 
exists; k is supported by the majo¬ 
rity of those entitled to vote. Bi¬ 
partisanship at Westminster has 
been sustained by an awareness of 
the irreconcilable nature of the two 
most powerful views of Ireland’s 
future. From the outside we may 
logically conclude that it should be 
one nation, and may be impatient 
with its perennial refusal so to 
behave. Confident is our own his¬ 
torical good sense, we disregard the 
fact that it can be as sensible as 
we onffy at appalHng human cost; 
and, possibly, not even then. 

But of coarse there can be no 
coercion, even if there could and 
should be, since your correspon¬ 
dents would withdraw the troops. 
In any case, public opinion in main¬ 
land United' Kingdom would, we sus¬ 
pect, give an emphatic answer to the 
question we have posed before in 
your coiumos. How far is the United 
Kingdom public prepared to allow 
British soldiers to risk themselves 
either to be the meat in a concilia¬ 
tory sandwich or the only (and make 
no mistake, it is the onfly) force cap¬ 
able of imposing on the “ loyalists 
a just solution ? 

Your correspondents appear not 
to understand chat for Northern 
Ireland mi aM-Ireland conte x t is 
the most qgnjfjruuw and intransigent 
obstacle. It is fatuous to speak of 
the reconcilement of the Protestant 
minority in the whole of Ireland to 
“living in a non-sectarian state”. 
They observe that this “calls for 
some changes in Southern Ireland ”. 
How true. There are no non-secta¬ 
rian states in Ireland. 

Carried away on the resistless tide 
of jargon, your correspondents 
finally advance colonial parallels. 
They do so, of course, in a wider 
historical perspective of paternalist 
and exploitive imperialism, as is 
proper. Birr there is this little local 
difficulty: the majority of the patro¬ 
nized and exploited, flying, unaware, 
in the teeth of the historical gale, 
actually want to perp etuate the 
situation, wiR vote TTUUC, and will 
almost certainly take up arms 
against an alternative. 

Of course, by then we shall have 
accomplished “ a phasing out of 
the role of the Army”. No doubt, 
in addition, we shaifl “encourage 
the formation of all Irish (sic) in¬ 
stitutions”. A great comfort that 
will be to the murdered and dis¬ 
possessed.

Policing offshore waters 

From Captain Peter Dickens, RN 
(Retd) 

Sir, Admiral Mackenzie’s letter 
(February 25) was another good step 
forward in awaking national 
awareness of tiie need to do some¬ 
thing. The problem is in fact age- 
old ; our narrow seas have always 
been vital to our security and 
economy and have often had to be 
defended. We usually do so only 
when triggered by a threat and then 
only just in time. 

Until a couple of centuries ago it 
was practicable to bring in she main 
fleet to counter such a threat and 
we seem to think we still can, des¬ 
pite the two world wars when we 
were dismayed to find that forces 
designed for the oceans were far too 
valuable to be risked amid the 
mined shallows, air threat, light 
craft and other hazards peculiar to 
narrow waters. So we were forced 
to specialize, unly to dismantle the 
resulting organization (which for 
some reason I have never been able 
fully to comprehend is obnoxious to 
any peacetime Royal Naval estab¬ 
lishment) at the earliest moment. 

Now hope dawns, because for tiie 
first time we have important activi¬ 
ties and fixtures in our narrow 
waters in peacetime which are 
actually visible and acknowledged 
to he under permanent potential 
threat. We have therefore no excuse 
for not creating a defence force 
which must be in addition to the 
dieting navy and maritime air 
force as the admiral says. It must 
also be specialized for its task and 
who can tell what vehicles and 
equipment will evolve from real 
objective thinking? Judging from 
previous narrow seas experience 
mats will tend to be small and 
peculiar; why not, for instance, a 
quickly deployable sbip-bome sub¬ 
mersible against abyssal skuldug¬ 
gery ? . 

When it comes to manning, man- 
time policemen are certainly needed 
to combat the individual law 
breaker. But we must also be pre¬ 
pared for international political 
pressures up to that level of escala¬ 
tion which can only be dealt -with 
by tiie services; and they, if they 
are not there already, will probably 
not be properly equipped to help. 
Farther, the navy would be foolish 
not to grasp the chance of re arin g 
a breed of officer accustomed to 
command when young and to decid¬ 
ing and acting in real life situations.

India’s untouchables 

From Mr Sarda S. Bajpai 
Sir, Your piece on die untouchables 
in India (Ridurd Harris, The Times, 
February 23) is almost typically one¬ 
sided, unfair and superficial. The 
problem of imtoucfaaUes in contem¬ 
porary conditions, for anyone who 
knows India, is more a master of 
money than of hereditary or atavistic 
social cussedness. Anyone familiar 
with social developments in India 
over the ages, provided he or she 
had devoted any thought to them, 
would know that social regimen is 
very largely a matter of communal 
and personal hygiene. We stiAl do 
not drink even a glass of water in 
the morning without cleaning our 
teeth; we do not break tost without 
bating a bath. A Hindu bating one 
of the two principal meals of the day 
will have a wash, if not a bath, and 
a complete change of clothing. We 
still wash our bottoms every time 
we use the lavatory—aU due to the 
dim ate of the country. 

At the dawn of history, when 
social classifications were laid down, 
it was based on the professional 
activities of each class. For menial 
tasks, the poorest were available for 
the chores which bad to be per¬ 
formed. Again, because of financial 
considerations, there is no wide¬ 
spread underground sewage system 
in the country, except in sophisti¬ 
cated dries like Calcutta, Bombay, 
Delhi, and to a lesser extent, fit

ver the day human excrement has 
to be disposed of. This can only be 
done by human agency, by men and 
women who are poor enon^i to 


undertake a rather unpleasant 
business. Dead animals have to be 
buried; and serviceable skins, as in 
the case of cows, buffaloes and goats, 
have to be removed from the carcass. 
This again is done by the people 
who are not financially or socially 
viable, aid carry out these tasks 
winch can give rise to infection. 
Dhobis, the people who have to 
launder dirty clothes, also tackle 
jobs wh ich a re essentially dirty. 

The Aryans, therefore, when they 
organized society in India, relegated 
people associated with sure occupa¬ 
tions to a tight community with 
which people. an better 
circumstances did not like to 
associate socially or otherwise. We 
stiH, whatever ow status and what¬ 
ever pur economic circumstances, do 
not like to shake bands: we prefer 
to join ow hands in token of distant 
greeting. Bodily contact is stiH 
avoided as tor as possible, without 
any amplications of sodaft inferiority 
as regards those who are greeted. 
If we had modern saturation and 
modern plumbing probably die old 
and atavistic prejudices would die 
out. If a so-called untouchable has 
the means, the intellectual equip¬ 
ment and (he clothes to go to a 
school or college, he would not be 
segregated by Ms high caste feDows. 

1 may add that Western civiliza¬ 
tion has had its own uotxxidaables- 
Greek democracy and medieval 
knighthood both had thesr own 
slaves. And, m India, at least; there 
has been no lynching.

Cut price conveyancing 

From Mr Graham C. M. Young 
Sir, In your Correspondent’s article 
on this subject, in your edition of 
January 16, 1976, was the remark 
that the operation of ** drafting the 
instrument of transfer ” is an opera¬ 
tion which “ normally takes a couple 
of minutes”. 

I do not propose to take issue 
with any of the other points in your 
article but may I, as a practising 
solicitor, say that statement is-quite 
hopelessly wrong ? If what the 
Correspondent is referring to is 
simply the operation of preparing 
the conveyance or transfer then, 
that itself, must and does take very 
much longer than a “couple of 
minutes” 

The document could take any one 
of several hundred permutations, 
many of which are found in pre¬ 
cedent books but very often these 
require to be adapted. To consider 
and select the appropriate wording; 
have it typed; have it approved by 
solicitors for the vendor and, if it 
was in a draft form, then have it 
retyped and attend upon the client 


to have it signed; checking all 
through that there are no errors, 
is a substantial operation. In addi¬ 
tion, there is the whole question of 
examining the title, an operation 
which varies from die comparatively 
trivial to the very detailed. 

Because this sort of remark is 
repeated so often it does not make 
k any the more accurate- I console 
myself, however, with the thought 
that if “cur price conveyancing” 
does increase, I can turn my talents 
as a handyman to removing appen¬ 
dices which my brother, who is a 
surgeon, assures me only takes 
“about 20 minutes” md with a bat 
of practice, I could no doubt master. 
Later on, when I have run out of 
patients I can return to picking up 
the bits in the legal world and 
finish my professional career in 
style, sorting out the various non¬ 
senses which the cut-price con¬ 
veyancers have produced in the 
meantime.

The regimental paper 

From Major G. B. Murray - 

Sir, The bicentennial celebrations 
of the United Stares of America 
have prompted renewed interest in 
the events of two hundred years ago 
on both sides of the Atlantic. Your 
readers will know that The Black' 
Watch saw active service in North- 
America from the outbreak of war 
against the French in 1756 until 
1767 and again from 1776 when the. 
American War of Independence 
broke out until 1783 when they were 
ordered to Canada. ■ ~ 

There is one aspect of these' 
times which is not described 
dearly by regimental historians. We 
would like to know what tunes the 
pipers played, whether they played 
in concert with the drummers and 
what their particular function was 
in action, on the march and dur¬ 
ing periods of leisure. The natural 
stimulant for a Highlander certainly 
up to 1746 would have been 
Piobaireacbd, the classical music a£ 
the great Highland bagpipe. After 
the Jacobite Rebellion had been 
put down, many customs of the 
Highlanders and their culture were- 
proscribed by Act of Parliament. 

By the beginning of the nineteendx- 
century the British Army was., 
accustomed to marching as a formed 
body of men, and the value of the 
drummer to keep tiie step was 
recognized. The next development 
■was the fife, and miftiary bands 
were soon part of the establishment 
illfailtr >' regiment. Between 
1805 and 1815 regiments of the 
British Army marched endlessly 
across the Iberiari Peninsula.

£10m loss by Commercial Union 
after £94m underwriting deficit 


Commercial Union, the big¬ 
gest oE "the United Kingdom 
composite insurance groups, 
yesterday disclosed what even 
the group chief executive Mr 
Gordon Dunlop, described as 
“ terrible figures ”. Thebe 
showed a. £10m loss before tax 
in 1975.- a fail of £60m on 1974 
when the .group made a £5Qm 
profit 

In sharp contrast. Royal 
Insurance, second largest of the 
composite groups, announced 
that it had managed to more 
than double pre-tax profits from 
£15m to £32.4m last year. 

Despite its heavy losses, which 
were considerably worse than 
had been expected, CU has 
maintained its net dividend for 
1975 by dipping into reserves 
to the tune or £21.4m. This 
news held the fall in CU*s share 
price to a fairly modest 5p to 
126p yesterday. Royal's rose 2p 
to 316p. 

Behind CD’s losses was a 
'£94m deficit on underwriting, 
nearly £30m more than the 
stock market had feared. This 
was a sixfold increase oh the 
1974 underwriting loss and, 
'-after higher .interest, and other 


charges, meant chat there was a 
pre-tax loss despite a rise in 
investment income from £81m 
to £Z02m Iasr year. 

Out of the £94m underwriting 
loss, £75m was attributable to 
the United Stales, from where 
over a third of ClFs total busi¬ 
ness comes. Ibis included a 
£15m special provision towards 
the cost of running off can¬ 
celled American business as 
well as a further £10m pro¬ 
vision to ' meet return of 
premiums on American work¬ 
men’s compensation business 
and for extreme weather losses. 

Mr punlop commented that 
CU was “ very conscious of the 
fact that we were wrong about 
certain of our expectations in 
the United States. This became 
abundantly apparent in April 
and May of 1975. We have 
taken a great deal of action in 
tbe intervening six months and 
havfe cancelled a good deal of 
our business there". 

He did not foresee any 
“significant improvement” in 
the group's financial results in 
the first or even the second 
quarters of 1976, 

Mr Dunlop refuted what he 


described as “ recent criticism 
from various quarters that we 
are a company whicb has sought 
size only. We have sought 
spread of risk and this policy 
sustained us well up to 1974", 
he said. 

Again in strong contrast to 
CU, Royal Insurance saw its 
underwriting loss reduced in 
the United States last year, from 
£27Jm to £24.2m. This was in 
a year when the United States 
insurance industry as a whole 
experienced what the Royal 
chairman, Mr Daniel Meinertz- 
hagen, described as “its worst 
year yet. 

Royal, whose investment in¬ 
come rose 20 per cent to £62.1m 
last year is increasing its divi¬ 
dend by the permitted maxi¬ 
mum amount for 1975, and the 
payment is covered by profits;

Dr Khalil declined to 
say if the option would be 
exercised. 

Describing Lonrho as “a 
maker and doer", he added: 
“We have not come to your 
commy to take a negative 
solution tn destroy your 
rivi fixation.”

Employers and engineering 
unions sign procedural pact

Employers and manual 
workers in the engineering 
industry yesterday signed a 
procedural agreement aimed at 
ending their recent history of 
strife and paving the way for a 
new understanding between 
management and 2,000,000 
engineering workers.

Energy saving plan fails 


A government scheme for 
lending money to industry to 
help with energy conservation 
has been a failure. 

Out of £3m earmarked for 
industry, only £76,300 has been 
taken up, Mr Alex Eadie, parlia¬ 
mentary Under-Secretary of 
State at the Department of 
Energy, said yesterday. 

The scheme was launched in 
December, 1974, but owing to 
the limited response the £3m 
provided at first for 1975-76 had 
been reduced in the supplemen¬ 
tary estimates for the year. 


Mr Eadie said 800 written and 
several hundred telephone in¬ 
quiries had been received. Two 
loans had now been made. 

“In other cases firms have 
preferred to accept loans from 
banks or other norma] sources 
of credit or have decided not 
to proceed or ic defer the pro¬ 
jected conservation investment.” 

His statement bears out the 
criticisms that the terms for the 
loan scheme were not attrac¬ 
tive enough to persuade com¬ 
panies to undertake capital in¬ 
vestment aimed at saving 
energy. 


GLC floats 
bond issue 
for £100m

Greater London Council is 
turning to the Stock Exchange 
to raise £100m in the form of 
a public bond offering, which 
is thought to be the largesr 
sterling issue floated by any 
body other than the Govern¬ 
ment. 

The biggest previous Incal 
authority issue was the £75m 
raised by the GLC last April. 
That issue was itself £25m big¬ 
ger than any before. 

The new one also tops in size 
the £96.6m 101 per cent Imper¬ 
ial Group issue, believed to be 
the record corporate sterling 
fixed-interest funding, although 
raised in several tranches. 

The derision to proceed with 
the issue has hinged upon the 
relatively small scale of gilt- 
edged stock sales by the Gov¬ 
ernment in the past month, 
which, it is felt, has left the 
market ready for such a big 
financing. 

There has been no substantial 
offering by local authorities for 
some time, and the terras— 12{ 
per cent for seven years at a 
subscription price of 961 per 
cent—have been pitched at a 
significant premium over com¬ 
parable gilts. 

Mr Joho Winch, who heads 
the GLC’s loans and finance 
department, emphasized yester¬ 
day that there was no immedi¬ 
ate urgency for the funds. 

In August, however, the GLC 
will have to repay a £50m 6} 
per cent issue. After that it has 
no stocks maturing until next 
year, when it must repay £20m. 

The proceeds of the issue will 
be placed into a consolidated 
fund to be used for a variety 
of purposes, including loan re¬ 
payment and capital expendi¬ 
ture. 

The issue is being arranged 
by tbe Bank of England and 
Mullens & Co, the Government 
broker. It has been priced to 
give an income yield of 12.95 
per cent and a gross redemp¬ 
tion yield ot 13225 per cent.

Saudis may lift 
oil output to 
keep down price

Saudi Arabia may increase 
its oil production and force 
down prices by dumping large 
quantities of crude oil in the 
main industrial countries if the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries increases 
prices is June. 

Saudi Arabia, now has more 
than iwo million barrels of 
surplus producing capacity and 
could carry out its threat with¬ 
out undermining its own finan¬ 
cial structure. 

The Arab Press Service said 
Saudi sources in Riyadh 
hinted that unilateral action 
could be taken by the Saudis 
if most Opec members derided 
on a price increase in June to 
follow the nine-months freeze. 

APS, a weekly newsletter, 
said the indicated unilateral 
action could take the form of 
increasing production and 
dumping large quantities of 
crude on the market K This 
would automatically force prices 
down and could eventually lead 
to wild introOpec competi¬ 
tion. 

“It is precisely to prevent 
such a development that the 
Kuwaitis are seeking to estab¬ 
lish some form of understand: 
ing among the oil producers” 
before the planned Opec price 
fixing meeting in Indonesia on 
May 27, said APS. 

Attempts by Kuwait and Abu 
Dhabi to convene an interim 
meeting of Opec to discuss pric¬ 
ing problems has once again 
been unsuccessful.

Suppliers threaten suit 
over Brentford Nylons

Leading creditors are be¬ 
lieved to be considering legal 
action against the receivers of 
Brentford Nylons, the privately 
owned textile group went into 
receivership last week.

Machine tool makers 
warn Leyland 
over foreign orders

British machine tool manu¬ 
facturers have warned Mr 
Derek Whittaker, mao aging 
director of Leyland Cars, that 
any attempt to make up for lost 
time with his postponed £4Sm 
to £60m a year investment pro¬ 
gramme for machine tools 
could open the door to foreign 
competitors. 

Last December, Mr Whittaker 
put a standstill- order on his 
government backed capital pro¬ 
gramme -when he ran into 
serious short-term financial 

difficulties. The ban should be 
lifted early next month. 

Mr George Trowbridge, presi¬ 
dent of the Machine Tool 
Trades Association and deputy 
managing director of Wickman, 
Coventry, said yesterday: “Ley- 
land Cars has continued nego¬ 
tiations with the machine tool 
companies throughout the stand¬ 
still period. 

“We have told the company 
that as a a industry we have 
been working very hard to build 
up export markets, so we do 
not want to place them in 
jeopardy by a sudden flow of 
Leyland orders resulting from 
an attempt to make up for lost 
time. 

“ There is a danger that such 
a move could let in overseas 
competitors.” 

Mr_ Trowbridge said the 
machine tool industry would 


like to see Leyland Cars 
reserve capacity now to permit 
manufacturers to organise their 
output for the next 18 months 
to two years. 

There was also a strong case 
for ao early decision on a 
phased programme of machine 
tool replacements. 

Last June, the MTTA was 
told chat Leyland Cars planned 
to invest up to £60m ann ually 
for the next 10 years and tfast 
more than 80 per cent of this 
would go to British companies. 
Since then, very few orders 
have been placed. 

There are' already reports 
that Leyland Cars is actively 
negotiating to buy East German 
maebioe tools. These uncon¬

Distillers 
voice fresh 
fears on 
short-time

Government reaction to a plea 
by whisky distillers for help 
with a cash-flow crisis has raised 
new fears of more short-time 
working in Scotland. The indus¬ 
try, which employs about 20,000 
people, has seen a considerable 
amount of short-time for the 
past year. 

With production last year 
down 29 per cent, the distillers 
wanted the Government to relax 
regulations on lie payment of 
duty by the industry.

As shareholders are aware, our US underwriting Josses 
became markedly worse from April 1975. 

In 1973, which, like 1972, was a profitable underwriting 
year in the US, we foresaw some deterioration in underwriting 
results in 1974/75 and we also became concerned about the 
uncertain outlook for interest rates and corporate .profits. 
Action was therefore taken in anticipation of both these 
developments. 

On the investment side during 1973 and 1974 we reduced 
our holdings of common stacks and shortened our bond 
portfolio. As a result of these investment changes we have 
had a strong continuing margin, of solvency, as shown by the 
ratio of net surplus assets ro premium volume. The above 
ratios refiect our bond holdings valued on the (Statutory! 
amortized cost basis but these ratios are iittie changed if 
bonds are taken at their market values. 

So far as underwriting was concerned, we considered how 
we could limit the effect on the Company of tbe deteriorating 
underwriting trend that we bad foreseen. In addition to the 
normal and regular underwriting processes, we sought increases 
in General Liability rates by 50% from the latter part of 1974. 
We also applied additional constraints on a number of dosses 
of business where the outlook appeared uncertain. In Automo¬ 
bile, many of tbe rate increases authorised by the State 
Insurance Commissioners in this period assumed that the 
lower levels of motoring thar were experienced following the 
1973"oil crisis would continue in 1975. 

In the dosing months of 1974 and the early ones of 1975 
we expected that, although some deterioration in underwriting 
results would continue until around late 1975, the measures 
that we had already taken would be sufficient to limit the 
adverse effects of this on our own results. We were also 
expecting that during 1975 further and necessary rate increases 
would be sanctioned, there would be some improvement in 
the US economy and die effects of inflation on Third Pany 
awards would tend to moderate. 

The underwriting results of the first quarter of 1975 were 
better than we had expected, but much poorer results emerged 
from April 1975 onwards and it became progressively evident 
that several of our expectations were not going to be fulfilled 
in the time scale we had assumed. Motoring had increased 
to die pre fuel crisis levels, the improvement in the US economy 
was delayed and awards for damages continued to rise 

In order to make certain of reducing, as soon as possible, 
the scale of our underwriting losses, we derided in the larttr 
half of 1975 to cancel a considerable number of United States 
agencies from most of which tbe business was unprofitable and 
dh which we could not see any prospect of profit in 1976 and 
beyond. Contracts with some 20 per cent of our agency force 
have been cancelled and tLe business from them will cease 


during 1976/77. These agents produced about 5130m of annua¬ 
lized premium income, or just under 20 per cent of our 1975 
volume. We have not withdrawn from any State and bave not 
totally discontinued writing any class of business. 

During 1975 we also made extensive reductions in ex¬ 
penses, including staff, which are to some extent reflected in 
the reduced expense and commission ratio. 

All the actions that we have taken in the United States 
in recent months have strengthened our position til ere and 
should improve the prospects of the business we write in the 
future. 

The audited worldwide underwriting results will be pub¬ 
lished on the 6th April 1976, but, in view of the United States 
results and to avoid uncertainty to shareholders, the Directors

Merging gas and electricity 
showrooms would not benefit 
the economy or the customer, 
Mrs Williams, Secretary of 
State for Prices and Consumer 
Protection was told yesterday.

A report to Mrs Williams by 
consumer organization* said 
that the public could gain from 
a closer working relationship 
between the electricity and gas 
industries, especially from the 
increased sharing of such 
facilities as mobile centres in 
rural areas. Tbe report also 
urges the examination of paying 
bills at either showroom. 

Tbe consumer organizations 
were asked to prepare a report 
on the possible amalgamation 
of gas and electricity show¬ 
rooms last August by Mr Benn, 
Secretary for Energy. 


Limits soon on 
wool suits 
from E Europe 

Mr Peter Shore. Secretary of 
State for Trade, is expected 
within the next two weeks, to 
reveal details of measures 
hammered out with five East 
European countries, to limit 
their exports of low cost wool 
suits, to the United Kingdom. 

Government afficiais bave 
beeen involved in talks 
with Romania, Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Hungary, and East 
Germany for some months, 
attempting to negotiate volun¬ 
tary agreements to cover the 
exports of wool suits to the 
United Kingdom. 

Exports of suits in man¬ 
made fibre fabrics from the 
five countries to Britain are 
covered by quota controls. 

Yesterday Mr Shore pub¬ 
lished a letter he has sent to 
the Leeds _ Chamber of Com¬ 
merce which had called for 
selective imports controls and 
anti-dumping measures, to be 
taken against East European 
imports. 

Mr Shore stated that he had 
not received any application 
for an investigation into alleged 
dumping oF suits from any 
source and observed that some 
United Kingdom clothing manu¬ 
facturers were also “ signifi¬ 
cant importers " of Ease Euro¬ 
pean suits. 

He said that he had made it 
clear that the Government 
would not hesitate to use the 
full force- of its anti-dumping 
powers where a cause could be 
supported. 

Plea for curbs on

Tbe National Association oF 
Glove Manufacturers is afraid 
that British production, of in¬ 
dustrial gloves will be killed 
off by government inaction on 
curbing cheap imports from tbe 
Far East. 

In a recent letter to the 
Department of Industry, the 
association claimed that under¬ 
cutting was so fierce that “im¬ 
ported gloves sold in this 
country account for approxi¬ 
mately 82 per cent of the 
ratal”. 

The association wants the 
Government to implement a 
quota system, similar to that 
operated In France and other 
EEC countries. 

Rise in car 
hire purchase 

A total of 90,964 motor ve¬ 
hicle hire purchase contracts 
were taken out in February, 
according to Hire Purchase 
Information. This compares with 
84,183 in January and 87,729 
in February last year. 

The number of new cars, 
bought on credit last month 
slipped to 18,793 from the Janu¬ 
ary figure of 19,580, but was 
300 more than a year earlier. 
Used car hire purchase deals 
were significantly higher at 
51*526 in February against 
45,669 in January -and 49,499 
a year ago. 


Metrication’s scope for 
meaningful prefixing 


From Major O. Stewart 
Sir,. Mr John Mortimer, in his 
letter “rime to kin the centi¬ 
metre r (February 25), makes 
an unjustifiable attack upon 
Lord Orr-E wing’s very sensible 
view that the centimetre is a 
convenient unit, more useful 
than the millimetre for many 
purposes. 

Engineering industry workers 
may approve of multiples of 
1,000, but most measurers find 
the 1,000 jump too coarse. It 
provokes wasteful prolixity in 
writing and ugjy clumsinessin 
speech. People who are familiar 
with metric measures take full 
advantage of the unit prefixes— 
Greek upwards and Latin down¬ 
wards— which were built into 
die original metric system and 
which remain in today's Sgs- 
teme International d’Unites. 
They are a means of avoiding 
a plethora of dots and ciphers. 

Long French usage offers two 
good examples. First, in French 
kitchens the decilitre is in con¬ 
stant use. The world’s classic 
works on cookery (Escoffier, 
Peliaprar, Montague, St Ange 
and others) make full use of it 
and so avoid indigestible masses 
of millilitres. Second, Frenc h 
wine growers use the centilitre. 
If Mr. Mortimer, when next he 
receives, a case of fine, chateau- - 
bottled claret, will turn a bottle 
upside down, he will see the 
figure “75” embossed in the 
glass. Thank goodness it does 
not mean 75 millilitres, but 75 
centilitres. 

The SI has many faults, but 
its provision of prefixes for 
ma k ing convenient adjustments 
in its unit magnitudes is not 
one of them. Lord Orr-E wing is 
right to condemn attempts to 
restrict the use of these pre¬ 
fixes.

In defence of 
the centimetre 

From Miss D. Dag 
Sir, Mt John Mortimer is an 
engineer, and writes and thinks 
like an engineer. He seems to 
have overlooked the fact that 
there are a great many people 
in this country who are not 
engineers, and who find the 
centimetre a useful every-day 
unit of measurement. Does be 
expect us to measure our knit¬ 
ting or the width of our shelves 
in millimetres, of to bake cakes 
in 170-miiUimetre tins ? What 
would be the point of adding all 
these useless 0’s ? 

He says that the millimetre 
is not too small for members 
of the public to handle. Perhaps 
not for most of them ; bur where 
so much accuracy is not needed, 
it is a wasre of time to fiddle 


about with such small units. I 
suppose Mr Mortimer would 
agree that children should be 
trained as early as possible ro 
use metric measures. My experi¬ 
ence as a teacher of young 
children was that they usually 
found centimetres easier ro cope 
with than inches, but milli¬ 
metres were definitely too small 
for them to handle. If centi¬ 
metres were abolished, the 
teaching of measurement would 
have to be put off until later. 

Mr Mortimer wants consist¬ 
ency and the unified approach— 
but why ? Centimetres won’t 
hurt him; he can go on using 
millimetres in his own work, 
and leave centimetres to those 
who want them. 

He argues that if centimetres 
are permitted, we shall have 
centi volts and centiwatts. To 
quote his own words, members 
of the public are not such idiots 
as he might imagine them to be. 
They don't use a measure 
because it is theoretically 
possible, but because it is con¬ 
venient. If cenrivolts and centi¬ 
watts were useful, we should 
already be using them. The 
centimetre is useful, and there¬ 
fore we use it— and so do the 
French, who have lived with tbe 
metric system for a long time 
now.

Youghal turns round 
in second half year 



Trawling puts Assoc Fisheries 
again in opening quarter loss

With a little help from its 
Dutch acquisition of last May, 
Youghal Carpets, the Cork-based 
manufacturer, managed to climb 
out of a first-half depression. It 
turned in pre-tax profits' of 
n.65m for the year to Decem¬ 
ber 31 against £ 1.62m. 

A tax credit of £533,000

Tighter margins clearly hin¬ 
dered progress.

The full-year figures provide 
evidence of a significant 
recovery bv the manufacturers 
of high-grade Axminster and 
Wilton carpets in the second 
half year.
